Explosion of joy in Iran, 
end to dynasty forecast 


‘Shah is gone forever!’ 



Visit to Egypt 
then on to U.S. 


TEHRAN (AP) — Shah Mohammad Reza Pahla- 
vi, a weeping monarch driven from his kingdom, 
piloted his jet aircraft out of Iran on Tuesday on a 
journey from which he may never return. 

His departure set off an explosion of joy by 
millions of Iranians. If his triumphant foes have their 
way, the shah’s flight means the end of monarchy in a 
land ruled by kings for 2,500 years. 

Jubilant Iranians poured into Tehran’s streets, 
singing and dancing, cheering each other in celebra¬ 
tion of victory in the bloody^ year-long popular strug¬ 
gle against the man who ruled their country since 
1941. 

“The shah is gone forever!” they chanted. Motor¬ 
ists honked horns and flashed headlights. People 
waved portraits of Ayatullah Khomaini, the bearded 
Moslem leader who from his exile home in France 
marshalled a broad political and religious movement 
that forced the shah from the country.

TEHRAN (Reuter) — At least 129 
persons were killed in one town alone 
Tuesday when a powerful earthquake 
struck northeast Iran, officials said.

The officials said 129 bodies had 
been found in the town of Qaen in the 
northeastern province of Khorasan. 

Earlier Tuesday, the official Iran 
radio said a mild earthquake damaged 
about 20 houses in the southeast¬ 
ern province of Baluchistan. 

In Golden, Colorado, the U.S. Geolo¬ 


gical Survey said the quake registered 
6.7 on the Richter Scale and rocked an 
area a few kilometres south of Ma- 
shad. Iran. 

The Richter scale is a measurement 
of ground motion as recorded on seis¬ 
mographs. An increase of one number 
means a tenfold increase in magni¬ 
tude. An earthquake’measuring seven 
on the scale Is capable of causing 
widespread, heavy damage. 


But not all Iranians re¬ 
joiced. Diplomatic sources 
said pro-shah soldiers fired 
at demonstrators in north¬ 
ern Tehran and there were 
some injuries. The report¬ 
ed violence pointed up the 
divisiveness that remains in 
Iran and may foreshadow 
continued bloodshed.

OLYMPIA (AP) — Ca¬ 
nadians are among the 
worst abusers of Wash¬ 
ington's 55-mile-an-hour 
speed limit, the state 
highway patrol said 
Tuesday.

Gibson resigns, takes 
national post 
with Liberals 


The 58-year-old monarch 
took the controls himself 
and piloted his Shah’s Fal¬ 
con Boeing 727 jetliner into 
the bright skies over Tehran 
and on to Aswan. Egypt, 
where he was welcomed bv 


Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat. 

He is expected to stay 
there for a few days before 
flying on to the United 
States for what is officially 
described as an “extended 
vacation." Egyptian offi¬ 
cials said he will meet in 
Aswan with former U.S. 
president Gerald Ford, who 
had long been scheduled to 
meet with Sadat there. 

At Tehran’s airport, two 
royal guard officers fell 
tearfully to their knees to 
try to kiss the shah's feet as 
he neared the plane ramp, a 
witness reported.

Provincial Liberal party 
leader Gordon Gibson re¬ 
signed Tuesday to take the 
post of national director of 
the Liberal party of Can¬ 
ada. 

Gibson had led the party in 
B.C. since the fall of 1975 
when he replaced David An¬ 
derson. A few months later, 
in December,, he. was the 
lone surviving Liberal MLA 
in the provincial election. 
Last fall Gibson announced 
that he would not seek re- 
election when the provincial 
polls were called but he had 
been expected to remain in 
office until that time. 

llis resignation, while not 
surprising. comes one 
month before the annual 
Liberal party convention 
scheduled for mid-February 
at the Empress Hotel A new 
leader and a new executive 
will be elected then. 

Only Rev Tothill of Dun¬ 
can has offered to be a re¬ 
placement for Gibson. 

Gibson's resignation 
means that two seats will 
be vacant when the Legisla 
ture convenes for its annual 
spring session in February 
or March. The other seat 
was left vacant when Jack 
Davis (SC-North Vancou- 
ver-Seymour) resigned last 
vear after a scandal involv¬ 


ing airline tickets. Davis 
had been a member of the 
provincial cabinet. 

Following receipt of a 
resignation (it must be re¬ 
ceived officially by the 
deputy provincial secretary

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U.S. allows pumps 
to sub gasohol 
for unleaded gas 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The U.S. govern¬ 
ment has decided to allow service stations to 
substitute gasohol for unleaded gasoline in its 
pumps. Democratic Representative Alvin 
Baldus of Wisconsin announced Tuesday. 


Gasohol is a blend of unleaded gasoline and 
alcohol. A mix of about 90 per cent gasoline and- 
10 per cent alcohol can be used directly in fuel 
tanks without engine modifications or loss of 
performance. 

Baldus said he had been notified by the 
Environmental Protection Agency that it would 
allow service stations to sell gasohol as a direct 
substitute for unleaded gasoline if they did not 
have the capacity for both products. 

Baldus said the price of gasohol was gen¬ 
erally less than that of unleaded gasol.ine.

awarded $3,500 in damages 
in a libel suit.

The award was made in a 
written B.C. Supreme Court 
judgment by Mr Justice F.

‘Crabby’ Canadians bored with unity talk—report 


OTTAWA (CP) - Cana¬ 
dians are crabby, disin¬ 
terested in discussing na¬ 
tional unity and eager to 
become richer, even if other 
provinces suffer, says a re¬ 
port released Tuesday by 
the Council for Canadian 
Unity. 

The report, based on In¬ 
terviews with what the 
council describes as 500 
opinion leaders across the 
country, says inflation and 


general economic problems 
are more of a concern for 
most Canadians than nation¬ 
al unity. 

As Canadians worry about 
their economic future, they 
look at other provinces and 
perceive them as receiving 
more benefits from Confed¬ 
eration, says the report. 

"The net effect of this is 
that they want a bigger 
piece of a pie that has 
cealsed growing, regardless 


of whose share will be di¬ 
minished by what they 
gain.” 

Quebec and the Atlantic 
provinces view Ontario as 
Confederation's biggest 
beneficiary. Even 45 per 
cent of Ontario residents 
feel their province has come 
out on top. 

The majority of persons in 
the four western provinces 
see Quebec as the biggest 
beneficiary, with Ontario 
running second. 


All provinces, except Brit¬ 
ish Columbia, said the At¬ 
lantic provinces receive the 
least from Confederation. 
British Columbia residents 
said their province benefits 
the least. 

"‘Out of all this there re¬ 
sults a confusion and a crab¬ 
biness in regional and pro¬ 
vincial perceptions and 
relations,” the report says, 
"leading to the suspicion 
that continuation of the cur-

Palace hoisted an three- 
metre-high bronze statue of 
the shah atop a bridge, then 
pushed it off and sent it 
crashing to the ground. The 
crowd cheered and began 
stamping on the remains. 


At his residence-in-exile in 
France, Khomaini said the 
shah’s departure is “not a 
final victory but a preface to 
our victory." But aides said 
the 78-year-old Moslem holy 
man will not return to Iran 
immediately, but instead 
will work for the downfall of 
the Bakhtiar government 
from exile. 

Khomaini and his follow¬ 
ers denounce Bakhtiar as 
too Western-oriented and 
tainted by his compromise 
with the shah. Bakhtiar says 
he will try to reach an ac¬ 
cord with Khomaini on 
Iran's future and has made 
concessions to the hard-line 
Moslems—pledging to co-op¬ 
erate with the clergy and to 
cut off oil sales to Israel and 
South Africa, one of Kho- 
maini’s demands. 

Speaking to the lower 
house of Parliament before 
it gave him its vote of confi¬ 
dence Tuesday, Bakhtiar 
also vowed that Iran, a big 
buyer of U.S. arms "will 
no longer spend billions of 
dollars” to act as the police¬ 
man of the Persian Gulf, 
protecting Western oil inter¬ 
ests.

party to join Social Credit 
just before the election.

Marie-Josee Drouin, an 
economist who supervised 
the study, told reporters na¬ 
tional unity advocates 
should be encouraged by the 
report because it showed Ca¬ 
nadians did not have firmly 
entrenched ideas on the 
problems of and solutions to 
national unity. They still had 
an open mind. 

“People have different 
perceptions but they are not 
pitted against one another,” 
Miss Drouin said. 


The report noted Cana¬ 
dians, except on the Prai¬ 
ries, were beginning to ac¬ 
cept the concept of two 
founding nations in Canada. 
That did not mean they were 
accepting bilingualism any 
better. 

“The Official Languages 
Act is widely misunderstood 
at best and detested at 
worst. There is no doubt that 
bilingualizing education . . . 
is the least contentious pf 
possible bilingual pro¬ 
grams. 

“Note the emphasis on 
least contentious. This 
should not be read as not 
contentious."

7 hours

BEIRUT—Lebanese se¬ 
curity forces arrested six 
Moslem hijackers at Beirut 
airport early today after 
they released 66 passengers 
and nine crew members on 
board a Lebanese jetliner, 
an airport spokesmalt said. 

The arrests came seven 
hours after the Arab-speak¬ 
ing gunmen seized the jet¬ 
liner to protest the disap¬ 
pearance of the leader of 
Lebanon’s Moslem Shiite 
sect. Imam Mousa al-Sadr. 

Eighteen of the passen¬ 
gers were released late 
Tuesday night and the re¬ 
mainder were set free early 
today after the hijackers ad¬ 
dressed a hastily-arranged 
airport news conference. 

The leader of the group 
said the 54-year-old imam 
was kidnapped in October by 
the Libyan regime of Col. 
Moammar Khaddafy "in de¬ 
fiance of all international 
laws." 

The Boeing 707 of Middle 
East Airlines was hijacked 
50 minutes after it had de¬ 
parted for Amman, Jordan. 
It returned to Beirut airport 
after being turned away by 
Cyprus and Turkey. 


Service said up to 10 centi¬ 
metres more snow was ex¬ 
pected in the northern part 
of the already hard-hit state, 
parts of which have been 
declared a disaster area by 
Governor James Thomp¬ 
son. 

In Chicago, where a rec¬ 
ord 74 centimetres of snow 
covered some areas, author¬ 
ities reported at least 17 
storm-related deaths.The 
weekend storm was the 
worst in the city since 1967. 

At O’Hare International 
Airport, closed for 42 hours 
Saturday and Sunday, a sec¬ 
ond runway was reopened 
Tuesday. Normally, four or 
five runways are in opera¬ 
tion at the world's busiest 
airport. 

In Missouri, Governor Jo¬ 
seph Teasdale declared 37 
counties disaster areas 
Tuesday. 

Teasdale’s order called 
for state agencies to lend 
equipment and manpower to 
local snow-removal efforts. 

Governor Otis Bowin of In¬ 
diana declared four north¬ 
ern Indiana counties a disas¬ 
ter area because of blizzard 
conditions. They received 
about 36 centimetres of 
snow. 

With more than 50 centi¬ 
metres of snow on the 
ground in many places and 
temperatures that set or tied 
record lows before the 
warming trend set in Tues¬ 
day, emergencies were dc 
dared in parts of Iowa and 
Kansas. 

Officials in Milwaukee, 
now under 75 centimetres of 
snow, asked Governor Lee 
Dreyfus to seek a federal 
disaster declaration for the 
city. 

There have been 18 re¬ 
ported deaths in Illinois, 15 
in Wisconsin, nine in Kan¬ 
sas, five in Missouri, four in 
Iowa, three in Michigan and 
one each in Ohio and Ne¬ 
braska. 


Buses cause 
105 deaths

Pre dawn bus accidents 
Tuesday in Argentina and 
Venezuela killed 68 persons 
and injured 62 others, au¬ 
thorities said. In India, 37 
persons were reported killed 
when a bus plunged down a 
ravine in the southern state 
of Kerala. 

In western Venezuela near 
the Colombian border, a bus 
collided with a sugar-cane 
truck and both vehicles 
burst into flames, police 
said. Most of the 35 persons 
who died were burned to 


death and the 42 survivors 
were in serious condition. 

Argentine authorities said 
the collision of two buses 
which killed 33 persons and 
left 50 injured was the coun¬ 
try’s worst highway disaster 
in at least 15 years. 

Most of the victims were 
on a bus headed north to 
Buenos Aires from the Alan- 
tic resort city of Mar del 
Plata. Police said the bus 
blew a tire, skidded side¬ 
ways and was struck by a 
bus travelling in the oppo¬ 
site direction. 
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Rail strike adds to U.K. chaos 


LONDON (CP)—Millions 
struggled to work through 
dense traffic jams Tuesday 
as a country-wide rail shut¬ 
down inflicted new misery 
on strike-plagued Britain. 

Many turned up hours late 
at work and hundreds of 
thousands were estimated-to 
have stayed at home be-, 
cause of a 24-hour stoppage 
by 28,000 train drivers. 

The stoppage played 
havoc with the country's 
supply lines, already se¬ 
verely disrupted by striking 
truck drivers pushing for a 
pay increase more than four 
times the government’s 
limit. 

Meanwhile, Prime Minis¬ 


ter James Callaghan, at¬ 
tacked for complacency, de¬ 
fended his handling of the 
crisis in a parliamentary de¬ 
bate. warning that huge 
wage settlements would 
lead to inflationary ruin. 

Callaghan, who urged., 
truck drivers to return to 
work, announced some 
minor concessions. These 
included tighter price con¬ 
trols and relaxation of wage 
restraint policy to enable the 
lowest-paid to receive in¬ 
creases slightly above the 
five-per-cent limit. 

Some commuters set out 
by car before dawn to beat 
the rush to work. But the 
Automobile Association said 


roads into London filled by 6 
a.m. 

The rail strike, to be re¬ 
peated Thursday, was called 
by locomotive engineers in¬ 
volved in complex negotia¬ 
tions with British Rail over 
"responsibility bonuses" 
and productivity agree¬ 
ments. 

The union is demanding an 
immediate $16-a-week raise. 
Transport Secretary Wil¬ 
liam Rodgers told Parlia¬ 
ment the strike was whol¬ 
ly unjustified, unfair to 
other rail workers and 
caused inexcusable incon¬ 
venience to the public. 

The truck drivers’ strike 
led to reports of violence on 


picket lines as some Tbueks 
tried to deliver supplies. 

Two pickets were reported 
hit by gunshots in southern 
Wales Monday. A spokes¬ 
man for the Confederation 
of British Industry said 
bricks were hurled through 
truck windows in Glasgow. 

The CBI estimated that 
about a million workers 
would be laid off by the end 
of this week. 

Truckers are pressing for 
a 22-per-cent wage in¬ 
crease—about four times 
Callaghan's five-per-cent 
limit—which would push 
their baste weekly wage to 
$156. 

The economy groaned 


under the spreading unrest. 
While thousands still 
trudged to work by car, bus 
or bicycle, thousands of 
others remained at home. 
Some major industries re¬ 
mained idle, steel produc¬ 
tion sagged and some super¬ 
markets rationed scarce 
food. 

Docks were congested 
with unloaded goods and shi¬ 
powners said they were los¬ 
ing about $4.8 million a day 
in revenue. 

In northwest England 
about one million residents 
are boiling tapwater for 
drinking and cooking be¬ 
cause of a strike by 600 
water and sewage workers. 


Garbage collectors in 
some north London bor¬ 
oughs walked off the job de¬ 
manding additional pay to 
clear an overload of rubbish 
which piled up when they 
demanded and got twd 
weeks’ extra vacation dur- 
ing Christmas. 

But Callaghan indicated in 
Parliament that he was not 
yielding ground. He de 
scribed the strikes as "a 
spasm” but insisted his gov 
ernment would cling to his 
anti-inflation policy. 

Conservative Leader Mar 
garet Thatcher rejected his 
view, declaring that Britain 
was in “a position of grave 
trouble of crisis propor¬ 
tions.” .

THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS at the Univer¬ 
sity of Victoria,” at the behest of president 
Howard Petch, decided this week to spend 
some extra money to attract both outstanding 
professors and outstanding students to the 
campus. 

It’s clear what outstanding teachers can 
bring to the students — but the case for spend¬ 
ing money to attract outstanding students is 
obscure. 

The president told the governors that the 
university has not been particularly successful 
in attracting the best students. Of the top 50 in 
high school scholarship examinations last year, 
only four are enrolled at UVic. 

Part of the problem is that, naturally 
enough, most of the top students live on the 
highly populated Lower Mainland and it costs 
them more to comO to the island university. 
Hence his proposal for several new scholar¬ 
ships to help offset this barrier, each worth 
$1,500 a year and renewable for up to five 
years. 

Naturally those responsible for develop¬ 
ment of the university want it to have a place in 
the academic sun. Perhaps it will achieve that 
in their eyes by graduating gifted students with 
high honors. But in vying with other universi¬ 
ties in British Columbia for the best scholars 
among high school graduates, the president 
and governors have put the university's pres¬ 
tige ahead of bringing financial help to a few 
more students. Is there much difference be¬ 
tween recruiting students and football play¬ 
ers? 

The university’s senate had recommended 
the money be shared by students with an 
A-minus average or better. In rejecting this 
idea, the president said it would mean rather 
small awards to more people. True enough — 
but perhaps that’s the better option. 

In terms of the university’s operating bud¬ 
get of almost $39 million, what’s involved is 
small potatoes. But it raises an interesting 
question: what makes a university great? 
Surely it is many things but primarily inspiring 
teachers, not imported students. 


Clock talk 


IN KEEPING with the centralized nature of its 
government, the Soviet Union has decreed that 
time shall also be centralized. 

In the future, electrical power plants will 
send out precise time signals that will regulate 
electric clocks, including special instruments 
to be distributed for use in homes. Henceforth, 
workers reporting late will not have the excuse 
that their alarm clocks were running slow. 

"Know the proper time” is an old maxim 
that has its place in a capitalist as well 
as a Communist country, but having it decreed 
by government edict for all time goes against 
the grain. 

The right to set one's clock ahead apd then 
enjoy the luxury of rising a few minutes after 
the alarm’s imperious command is one of 
those inalienable rights that governments 
should protect, not take away. 
f Talking of clocks, an American manage¬ 
ment specialist has just introduced a 13-hour 
time-piece for executives who can’t crowd all 
of their work into a 12-hour day. 

The idea, of course, is to emphasize better 
time budgeting. 

“What conscientious executive,” asks this 
New Jersey trouble-shooter, “would turn down 
tMu opportunity to get more work done each 

day?” 

Well, that’s one way of looking at it, but 
some executives might have other ideas. 
Squeezing a 13-hour schedule into 12 hours 
just might leave time for an extra long lunch- 
hour or a few extra holes on the golf course. Or 
some time to sit back with feet propped on 
the desk for contemplation of that clock? 




Esperanto marks a birthday pnnoticed

LONDON — Very quietly, without 
celebration, without so much as a 
manifesto or a declaration of univer¬ 
sal love, or a party in a hired hall, the 
international and artificial auxiliary 
language called Esperanto celebrated 
Its centenary last month. 

It was Invented by a Dr. L. L. 
Zarrtenhof, who was an oculist in War¬ 
saw. The first grammar of this lan¬ 
guage was called “Dottor E” — the E 
stands for hope in many languages r — 
and is was published in 1887. 

It produced its first newspaper in 
1889 in Nuremberg. It was suppressed 
in Tsarist Russia because of its dan¬ 
gerous International implications and 
because Tolstoy contributed. It held its 
first international conference In Bou 
logne in 1905. 

It was not the first such'invented 
language. Before it there was one 
called Volapuk. which was created by 
a Catholic priest. He ruthiessy invent¬ 
ed words and its name is said to be an 
elision of two English words meaning 
“world” and “speech”, the origins of 
which creation somehow escape the 
However, it never caught on. 



So what Is It like? Here, then, a piece of English 
prose, perhaps the most familiar that exists, put into 
Esperanto.

Esperanto uses, as far as possible 
root words that are commom to sev¬ 
eral languages, especially those of Ro¬ 
mance and German origin. It is strict¬ 
ly phonetic with an alphabet of 28 
letters. Nouns end in 0, adjectives end 
in A. Derived adverbs end in E. There 
is only one conjugation to a verb, but 
there are 12 possible endings to it. 

Warsaw, Peking, the Vatican, 
Rome and Belgrade all occasionally 
broadcast in Esperanto. The new pope 
is known to be sympathetic to it, but 
then he is a multilingual man. The 
Latin liturgy has been translated into 
it. 


Its international headquarters are 
in London — perhaps as a hopeful relic 
of an almost i|piversal empire. It is,

A ‘free society’ updating 
of the Ten Commandments 


TORONTO — If you were 
to ask people to define the 
essence of democracy, most 
would probably say the prin¬ 
ciple of one-man-one-vote. 
In truth that is one of the 
least concerns. 

True democracy is the 
power to periodically 
change governments in a 
non-violent way — to get rid 
of the rascals and put differ¬ 
ent people in power until the 
time comes to remove them! 

What brings this to mind is 
a new book call Enemies of 
Society by Paul Johnson. 

Johnson is former editor 
of the New Statesman which 
is a bible of the liberal left. 
Johnson caused a furore a 
while back when he quit as 
editor and also quit Britain's 
Labor party, and questioned 
the “closed shop” principle 
and the whole direction “so¬ 
cialism" was taking. 



An “intellectual’’ by any 
standard, he has given con¬ 
siderable thought to the 
problems of a free society 
and has re appraised his 
political beliefs. The result 
is this book. In it he notes 
that all “good" societies 
breed enemies which seek to 
undermine and destroy 
them, especially if they can 
combine forces. The trick is 
to find a defensive, formula 
that does not destroy your 
own liberties, yet enables 
malignant forces to be iden¬ 
tified quickly and coun¬ 
teracted. Johnson has listed 
what he calls Ten Pillars of 
our Civilization, similar to 
the Ten Commandments, 
designed not to replace the 
old “but rather to update 
and reinforce their social 
message.” 


1. RE-ASSERT BELIEF 
IN MORAL ABSOLUTES: It 

is not true, as some insist 
that all codes of human con¬ 
duct are “relative" and that 
there is no such things as an 
“abolute right and absolute 
wrong." Nor Is it true that to 
impose moral norms is arro¬ 
gant and patronizing — "on 
the contrary, in the long run 
it is a necessary condition of 
human happiness and even 
of human survival." 


2. MURDER IS ALWAYS 
WRONG: Anyone or any 


group which tries to justify 
political violence — the 
greatest single evil of our 
age — must be suspect as an 
enemy of our society. 
Theories which legitimize 
killing in the pursuit of 
political objectives are 
founded on a false premise 
and are illogical or are de¬ 
liberate semantic juggling. 

3. DEMOCRACY IS THE 
LEAST EVIL AND MOST 
EFFECTIVE FORM OF 
GOVERNMENT: A society 
which is stable and can 
peacefully remove its lead¬ 
ers is usually a productive 
and comfortable society, 
without fear and with maxi¬ 
mum material and social 
benefits. The art of politics 
is to minimize unhappiness 
and to avoid suffering. 

4. RULE Of LAW IS 
VITAL FOR THE SUR¬ 
VIVAL OF FREE INSTITU¬ 
TIONS: Rule of law is fun¬ 
damental to human freedom 
and happiness and is more 
important than democracy 
itself. On this there can be 
no compromise. Once gov¬ 
ernment places itself above 
the courts, civilization is 
threatened. The UN has 
floundered because it puts 
the principal of one-man, 
one-vote above the rule of 
law. An impartial law above 
politics is essential for con¬ 
fidence, security, freedom 
and well-being. 

5. THE INDIVIDUAL'S 
RIGHTS: When individual 
and corporate rights collide, 
individual rights should be 
favored. The tendency to 
stress “equality” leads to 
glorification of the medio¬ 
cre, which is the true enemy 
of culture, civilization and 
the advancement of man. An 
individual should be free to 
reach full potential and not 
be held back. 


8. A FLOURISHING MID¬ 
DLE 'CLASS: This is per¬ 
haps the greatest defence 
against tyranny as a healthy 
middle-class guarantees 
prosperity, political sta¬ 
bility and individual free¬ 
dom — plus higher moral 
and cultural standards. 
“The health of the middle- 
class is probably the best 
index of the health of society 
as a whole." 

7. ABSOLUTE EQUAL¬ 
ITY IS NOT GOOD: The es¬ 
sence of human freedom is 
the ability for the individual 
to advance himself by his 
own merits. To restrain so¬ 
ciety at a level of real equal¬ 
ity, is a form of servitude. 
What should be guaranteed 
as much as possible is the 
"equal chance” for all to get 
ahead 

8. CORRECT AND HON¬ 
ORABLE USE OF WORDS: 
This is important in a free 
society. Beware those who 
twist or misuse words in 
order to win arguments, for 
it indicates their case is 
flawed. He who inflicts vio¬ 
lence on the language, will 
likely inflict violence on 
human beings if he gets 
power. “Those who treasure 
the meaning of words will 
treasure truth," and those 
who bend words to their pur¬ 
poses will likely try to bend 
people to their will. 

9. TRUST SCIENCE: True 
science, based on objective 
methods and recognized 
standards, will, expose the 
fraudulent and deflate the 
pseudo-scientific. Science is 
an essential part of civiliza¬ 
tion, and “to be anti-science 
is not the mark of a civilized 
human being or a friend of 
humanity." 

10. PURSUIT OF TRUTH: 
To identify a “social 
enemy" one need go no fur¬ 
ther than to examine his at¬ 
titude to truth. "Truth” is 
basically what civilization is 
all about, and the recogni¬ 
tion of it enables man to 
change direction and re-as- 
sess old values. Societies 
which fear and prevent 
"truth" are “enemies” of 
civilization and. conversely, 
the pursuit of “truth" is the 
path to glory, joy and true 
happiness — not to mention 
progress, 


alas, undeniable that a certain air of 
devoted crankiness hangs about this 
movement. 

It was designed to increase interna 
tional understanding and prevent war 
But since it is known that nations get 
on best when they studiously avoid one 
another, its patent failure is both hon 
orable and predictable. Its record is 
far more respectable and high-minded 
in practice that that of the United 
Nations, 

The British headquarters reckons 
that It Is five times easier to learn 
French and that six months' study will 
make you adept. It is believed that 
about 16 million people in the world 
have some knowledge of Esperanto. In 
August last year 4,500 Esperanto 


speakers met in conference in Bul¬ 
garia. 

This year in Switzerland a weekly 
news magazine will be published, not 
to promote the language, but to use it 
as a demonstrably practical means of 
communication. In Holland, telephone 
kiosks use it on notices and railway 
time tables in Denmark, Italy, Yugo¬ 
slavia and Poland provide public in¬ 
formation in this bionic tongue. Some 
hard-headed international firms even 
advertise in it. 


Esperantisls would like to see the 
language included in school curricula. 
The hope is that one day it might do 
what Latin did in the West among the 
even moderately learned — provide a 
common and international and viable 
means of communication. 


The belief that, if only nation could 
speak unto nation, there would be un¬ 
derstanding and peace is ineradicable 
and deeply idealistic. People who can 
speak Esperanto wear a five-pointed 
star in their lapels. They are certainly 
idealists and impatient of the cranky 
label. Their centenary passed almost 
as unnoticed as a pauper’s requiem. 
But then the reputation of many poor 
men has towered after their dismis¬ 
sive end. 


U.S. scientists mobilize 
to help Soviet colleagues 


WASHINGTON - The out¬ 
rage toward Russia felt by 
many U.S. scientists over 
treatment of Soviet dissi¬ 
dents is growing and mobi¬ 
lizing, despite signs of eas¬ 
ing tensions at government 
levels. 

In fact, even as President 
Carter’s science adviser 
Frank Press is rescheduling 
a trip to Moscow to improve 
relations, hundreds of 
angry, prominent U.S. scien¬ 
tists are signing petitions 
threatening action that 
could nullify, decades of ef 
fort to build scientific co-op¬ 
eration between the two 
countries. 

The largest unified protest 
by American scientists and 
engineers is aimed at ob¬ 
taining the release from 
prison of Soviet physicist 
Yuri Orlov and Soviet com¬ 
puter scientist Anatoly 
Shcharansky, both of whom 
have been active in human 
rights causes. 

Dr. Morris Pripstein, a 
Lawrence Berkeley Labora¬ 
tory physicist, is chairing 
Scientists for Orlov and 
Shcharansky. the protest or¬ 
ganization. 

"We are presently circu¬ 
lating two petitions at more 
than 50 scientific institutions 
in the United States," Prip¬ 
stein explains. "We plan to 
send both of them to (Soviet 
General Secretary) Leonid 
Brezhnev and to the presi¬ 
dent of the Soviet Academy 
of Sciences." 

One of the petitions, inter¬ 
preted by the organizers as 
the stronger of the two, 
states flatly, "We will with¬ 
hold all personal co-opera¬ 
tion with the Soviet Union 
until Yuri Orlov and Anatoly 
Shcharansky are released. ” 

The second petition, de¬ 
signed to appeal to scientists 
who have reservations about 
the first, actually seems 
stronger because of its spe¬ 
cific details. It pledges the 
signers to four commit¬ 
ments: 

1. Not to attend interna¬ 
tional conferences in Bus 
sia. 

2. To attend lectures by- 
Soviet scientists and extend 
collaboration to those scien¬ 
tists only if they are invited 
to this country. 

3. To oppose “any en 
largement of scientific and 
technical exchange pro¬ 
grams between the Soviet 
and U.S. governments." 

4. To "campaign against 
the transfer of sophisticated 
western technologies to the 
Soviet Union and against the 
granting of most favored 
nation status (by Congress 
to aid in trade agreements 
with the United States) to 
the U.S.S.R. until Russia has 
curtailed its harassment and 
persecution of our Soviet 
colleagues.” 

Pripstein, noting that the 
organization secured about 
500 names in four days on a 
petition protesting trial of 
the two Russians last July, 
said indications are that 
most signers favor the 
stronger of the two peti¬ 
tions. 

“The content of the second 
petition is incorporated in 
the first and that intent is 
made very clear," he said. 

"There is strong feeling 
among many scientists that 
the situation has deteriorat¬ 
ed significantly rather than 
improved. They are not will¬ 
ing, unlike the past, to forget 
so quickly. 

“We feel that they (Orlov 
and Shcharansky) had sham 
trials and should not be in 
prison and that, if anything.

the situation has grown 
worse since the trials." 

Dr. Sanford Lakoff, a Uni¬ 
versity of California at San 
Diego political scientist, 
said circulation of the peti¬ 
tions reflects a genuine 
"groundsweil of strong feel¬ 
ing" among U.S. scientists. 

He suggested this consti¬ 
tutes a potentially danger¬ 
ous dilemma because of the 
need to maintain cordial 
contact with Russia 

"Personally I would not go 
to Moscow under these (op¬ 
pressive) conditions but I 
also believe it is unwise to 
discontinue contact." he 
said. "There is a value to 
international exchange. If 
you don’t meet with them, 
for instance, you forfeit a 
measure of influence. 

"Also, experts on Russia 
observe that this kind of ac¬ 
tivity, rather than softening 
the Russians, only irritates 
them the more.” 

Dr. Mark Mellman, execu¬ 
tive director of the New 
York-based Committee of 
Concerned Scientists, said 
anti-Soviet feeling is also 


running high among tl)C 
more than 1,000 committee 
members. He said commit¬ 
tee members do what they 
can as individuals to help 
■Soviet colleagues seeking to 
leave Russia or to secure 
greater freedom for Soviet 
scientists critical of their 
government. 

"I would agree that is is 
very hard to say the situa¬ 
tion has improved,"'‘Mell¬ 
man said. "Those people are 
still in jail. 

"Those who want to 
change Soviet society to 
make it more open and free 
are. first, dismissed from 
iheirjobs and lose their aca¬ 
demic status. If they are on 
editorial boards for scien¬ 
tific publications they are 
dismissed. They are denied 
access to scientific li¬ 
braries. Thc.Viire complete¬ 
ly ostracized." 

Mellman said once the dis¬ 
sident scientists lose their 
jobs, they technically vio¬ 
late Soviet law requiring all 
citizens to work, and fre 
quentiy are exiled to manual 
labor camps in Siberia.

one man's opinion 


THE SUPERB INEPTITUDE of the Canadian 
government is a matter of public record. It Is an 
accomplishment we would rather not brag about, an 
accomplishment managed through the almost total 
luck of good business brains within both the govern¬ 
ment add the bureaucracy that surrounds it. 

You might say this is a personal opinion by a 
layman several thousand miles removed from the 
scene of operation Or, you might say it is a biased 
opinion by one who has less than brotherly love for 
the ruling party. Good points. 

But they pale into relative insignificance when 
confronted with the expert opinion of one who was 
there, who worked in the system, who saw the 
mistakes, who spoke out against the mistakes and 
who. unfortunately, saw the warnings go unheeded 

It is no secret 1 am a strong admirer of Maxwell 
Henderson, the former auditor general. Nobody was 
closer to the money scene than Henderson, nobody 
feretted out more waste, more inefficiency, more 
fraud, more stupidity, than Maxwell Henderson. The 
Trudeau government chose to Ignore his truths and 
disclosures and so we find ourselves in a most 
horrendous financial position today. 

HENDERSON. ALTHOUGH long removed from 
the scene of the crime, is still much in demand as a 
public speaker on the subject — not just here in 
Canada, but in the United States as well. He recently 
spoke to a big audience in Honolulu and the speech 
was given wide play in Hawaii newspapers. He said 
that Canada must cut back on the hum* cost of 
redistributing income through social welfare assis¬ 
tance programs; must cut hack government growth, 
waste and inefficiencies; must deregulate industry; 
must encourage generation of jobs through tax in¬ 
centives and must live within its meahs 

"Big government has become a disease of giant 
proportions." Henderson said "We have allowed our 
government machinery to increase its size and influ 
ence out of all proportion to our needs. We have our 
federal government virtually duplicated at alto¬ 
gether too many levels by 10 provincial governments 
whose operations and spending today art' escalating 
at a rate many never imagined possible." 

Henderson calculates that government spending 
has increased by 500 per cent during the past 10 years 
and doesn’t hold out much hope that already an¬ 
nounced budget cuts will help the problem to any 
extent. This because government has already an¬ 
nounced a nine per cent spending hike this year. The 
expenditures of 1978-79 run to almost $50 billion and 
this compares with $5.7 billion in ISOltand $15.2 billion 
in 1972. 

"At this fantastic spending level our federal 
government alone is taking over 11 cents out of every 
dollar's worth of goods and services being generated 
in Canada. This is dangerously dose to the level that 
brought Britain to its knees." 

HOW DOES THIS COMPARE with United States 
government spending? Badly, very badly. The U S 
government spends only 23 cents out of its GNP 
dollar With a population roughly one-tenth of the 
States, we will have a budgetary deficit of $12.1 
billion (at least) compared with $59 billion for the 
U.S. In other words, our deficit is proportionately 
better than twice as large. 

Mr. Henderson pointed out that our governments 
have become the country's biggest employer. There 
are 1.3 million persons working for our governments, 
including 580.000 on the federal payroll. Means one 
out of every eight employed Canadians is on a 
government payroll, which further means govern 
ment employees equal the combined employment by 
Canada's 50 largest industrial companies, including 
the auto makers, metal manufacturers, the five 
largest banks, the 10 largest merchandisers in the 
supermarket and department store fields. Bdl Can 
ada and Canadian Pacific. 

Henderson states all government expenditures 
must be cut 10 to 15 per ceni per year until the budget 
is brought close to a balance. He says Canada must 
return many crown corporations and agencies to the 
private sector, noting that no less than 380 such 
corporations are ow ned or controlled by government 
today. Back in 1900. there were only 50. 

To reverse the trend, Henderson also urges 
cancellation of the capital gains tax; cancellation of 
income taxes on dividends paid by Canadian com 
panics to Canadian taxpayers, thereby encouraging 
them to invest in their own country. Allowing interest 
rates on home mortgages to be tax deductible. 

These are not the rantings of an anti-government 
freak. They are (he experienced callings of a man 
who held the highest government financial post for 
better than a decade. Also, take intostrong consider¬ 
ation that he was making the same public evalua¬ 
tions while he held that high position. His is not a case 
of blowing the whistle after leaving the employ of the 
government. 

We should all listen.

Freeze on agriculture land 
creates tremendous hardships 


It is hard to let a Christmas go by without recalling 
the farm land freeze of 1972. says NDP. MLA Dave Stu 
pick of Nanaimo. That applies also to the other 36, 
days of the year, say many of the owners whose prop¬ 
erly rights were literally stolen without eompensation 
when their property assets were frozen In the Agricul¬ 
tural Land Reserve. 

Agricultural — by whose standards? Over 50 per cent 
of these lands are marginal or worse for agricultural 
use. and Dave Stupich, as a professed accountant, should 
know enough about elementary economics to know that 
these marginal lands will not meet their mortgage pay¬ 
ments, pay their accelerating tax loads, and/or provide a 
living for their owners. 

There are lands in the so-called Agricultural Land 
Reserve that were brought in to being by the then Agri¬ 
cultural Minister. Dave Stupich. that are by Canada 
Land Inventory definition. Class 5, 6. and 7. And there 
are also lands in the reservl that are being taxed by the 
assessment authority as residential, and have even ’been 
ruled by the Appeal Court as non-agricultural for tax 
purposes, and still are not allowed out of the reserve. 

This Agricultural Land Reserve, dues not create one 
added pound of food stuffs, and even if it did, it is prob¬ 
able that a marketing board would prohibit its sale. All 
this Agricultural Land Reserve has done is create tre¬ 
mendous hardships to owners w ho can use these lands for no 
other purpose.

Wasteful giants 
hurfandustry, 
logger charges 

VANCOUVER (CP) — Inefficient operations and wast¬ 
age by the large forest companies are hurting British 
Columbia’s chances of competing in world markets, the 
president of the Truck Loggers’ Association of B.C. said 
Tuesday. 

Dave O’Connor said the province’s new Forest Act must 
be amended to prevent the large firms from monopolizing 
the Industry. He noted that the holders of eight tree farm 
licences control 80 per cent of the province’s coastal log 
supplies. 

O’Connor, whose association represents independent 
owner-operator loggers, said research by his group and by 
the International Woodworkers of America showed that 
poor technology is wasting logs. 

Other research indicates that large companies are 
cutting about 10 per cent less timber than permitted, with a 
resultant loss of 10,000 to 12,000 jobs. 

On the other hand, O’Connor said, employment oppor¬ 
tunities will decrease as the large companies begin to 
modernize their operations. 

His remarks came at the opening of the association’s 
convention. 


‘No CIC extension 1 
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Gordon group 
looking anew 


OTTAWA (CP) — Former 
Liberal finance minister and 
well-known nationalist 
Walter Gordon said Tuesday 
that more than 8300,000 a 
year will be spent by a new 
institute he heads to pro¬ 
mote policies to make the 
country more self-reliant in 
solving its economic prob¬ 
lems. 

Gordon, a founder of the 
Committee for an Indepen¬ 
dent Canada (CIC) a decade 
ago, said the new Canadian 
Institute for Economic 
Policy, of which he is the 
first chairman, will pay ex¬ 
perts to produce "some 
pretty solid, scholarly re¬ 
search” on economic issues 
facing the country.

John Shepherd, vice- 
chairman of the Science 
Council of Canada, and 
president of the new Insti¬ 
tute, said its aim is to en¬ 
courage self-reliance and 
strength for Canada in the 
face of tough international 
competition. 

He said the institute would 
pay experts to write at least 
six reports a year over the 
next four to five years. 

Shepherd is to be respon¬ 
sible for the daily operations 
of the institute and is to re¬ 
main part-time as vice- 
chairman of the science 
council. 

Gordon told a news confer¬ 
ence the Institute is “not an 
offshoot of the CIC,” which 
has publicized the extent of 
foreign ownership in Can¬ 
ada. But it will examine so¬ 
lutions to the country’s eco¬ 
nomic problems which avoid 
still further integration of 
the Canadian and U.S. econ¬ 
omies.

TORONTO (CP) — Other chartered 
banks in Canada say they are not following 
the Toronto Dominion Bank's lead in in¬ 
creasing Chargex card Interest rates.

Declarer won the first 
spade and immediately led 
a low truipp to dummy’s 
king.

Solar event of century 
will only darken skies 
over province Feb. 26 


Viewing eclipse with 
naked eye can bum 
retina, scientists warn

British Columbians will narrowly miss the 
celestial event of a lifetime Feb. 26 when a total 
eclipse of the sun races across North America in 
a 300-kilometre swath from the Washington- 
Oregon border through to southern Manitoba. 

According to Jeremy Tatum, professor of 
physics at University of Victoria, 98 per cent of 
the sun’s earthward-facing surface will be 
obscured by the moon at the moment of maxi¬ 
mum obscurity, at 8:21 a.m. that day. 

The moon will begin obscuring the sun in 
Victoria at 7:16 a.m. and will have totally passed 
by at 9:26 a.m. 

Provided there are no clouds that day, 
Victorians will still be treated to a spectacular 
event, but, said Tatum, it will be pretty poor in 
comparison to the total eclipse—which brings 
out the stars and planets and makes the sun's 
corona or outer atmosphere visible for about 2 Vb 
minutes. 

“The sky will darken considerably here,” he 
said, "but it probably won’t be necessary to put 
the house lights on.” " 

If it's cloudy, the eclipse as seen from 
Victoria will merely appear to be the sky at 
dusk. 

Tatum issued a stern warning that Vlt-

torians observing the eclipse should not look at. 
the sun directly, or through exposed film, 
smoked glass or crossed Polaroid lenses. 

Although these filter out the brilliance of the 
sun, they permit infra-red rays, or heat-rays, to 
pass and a burned retina could be the result. 

He said photography would bedifficult if not 
impossible in Victoria becauseof the intensity of 
the sun’s rays, but cautioned amateurs who 
know thfe exposures that in sighting their cam¬ 
eras they should place an approved solar screen 
or filter in front of the lens. 

“A camera lens will concentrate the solar 
rays in much the same way a magnifying glass 
does,” he said. "Even the briefest glimpse could 
damage the eye.” 

Even the two per cent unobscured at 
maximum totality in Victoria will have a bril¬ 
liance 50,000 times stronger than can be ob¬ 
served with the naked eye. 

Tatum suggested Victoria observers pur¬ 
chase a sheet of #14 welder’s glass or view the 
sun’s image projected onto a sheet of paper 
through binoculars or a pinhole. 

The astronomy professor will lead a team of 
four to Brandon, Man., with most of the observ¬ 
ing equipment from UVic, to observe the total 
eclipse there. 

v Among items to be loaded on a truck 



for a one-month journey are a research spectro¬ 
graph, a heliostat,' and UVic’s Schmidt tele¬ 
scope. 

One telescope will be left behind so that 
people in the university community can observe 
a projected image of what happens in Vic¬ 
toria. 

Tatum said, however, he thought the Winni¬ 
peg public school board had gone too far in 
decreeing that all children must be kept in 
classes during the total eclipse there. “It’s an 
experience so rarely seen they should be allowed 
out under supervision,” he said. 

For eclipse buffs who don’t want to go all the 
way to Brandon, where observing chances are 
rated best, a handy alternative is Pasco, Wash., 
where the chance of seeing the total eclipse 
through clear skies is rated at 40 per cent. 

Victoria had a partial eclipse in 1963 
and will experience another in 2017, but the next 
total eclipse here won’t be until July 3, 2084. 


Roof victim 
missing 
four hours 

The roof of Oak Bay Manor was searched “at 
least twice” during the more than four hours that an 
elderly patient was reported missing, manager Edna 
Galbraith testified at a coroner's inquest Tuesday. 


The woman, Florence 
Young, 78, was found alive 
by Oak Bay constable Barry 
Parker about 12:30 a.m. Jan. 
7 but was pronounced dead 
of hypothermia on arrival at 
Royal Jubilee Hospital at 
12:50 a.m. 

However, a pathologist's 
report gave the cause of 
death as a heart attack. 

Mrs. Galbraith said the 
roof where Mrs. Young was 
found, clad only in a cotton 
dress and slippers in tem¬ 


peratures of five below Cel¬ 
sius, was checked once by a 
nursing aide and a manor 
resident, and also by a se¬ 
curity guard. 

Mrs. Galbraith, who has 
been manager since Dec. 4. 
told the jury of three men 
and three women that she 
did not learn Mrs. Young, 
who was senile, was missing 
until about midnight. Short 
ly after that, three Oak Bay 
police officers arrived and 
conducted another search.

Mrs. Galbraith said she 
Had been off the premises 
until about 9:15, then went to 
the retirement section of the 
manor, on the opposite side 
of the building from the per¬ 
sonal and intermediate care 
wards, where she was 
checking empty rooms for 
cleanliness. 

She was told about 12:10 
a.m. that Mrs. Young was 
missing and was just check¬ 
ing on what search mea¬ 
sures had been taken when 
the police arrived. 

Cross-examined by crown 
counsel Richard Anthony as 
to why it took so long to find 
Mrs. Young, she said that 
from what she had been told 
by her staff, she believed all 
reasonable search measures 
had been made. 

Asked whether she had 
"one of these” (Anthony 
produced a pocket pager) 
she replied: 

"I do now." 

Mrs. Galbraith also said 


that the flashlight used by 
the security guard was only 
six volts and the beam was 
so narrow it would have 
taken an hour to search the 
entire roof. 

During examination of 
Mrs. Galbraith, Anthony ob¬ 
tained the statement that 
once the part-time nursing 
aides went off duty about 10 
p.m., on the night of Mrs. 
Young’s death only two 
graduate nurses and one 
permanent nursing aide 
were on duty to care for 
about 150 patients. 

Karen Custance, a nursing 
-aide, told the inquest, con¬ 
ducted by coroner Edmond 
Jorre de St. Jorre, that she 
learned Mrs. Young was 
missing about 8 p.m. and 
began searching for her at 
9:45, after finishing her 
chores with patients on her 
side of the personal-care 
ward. Mrs. Young was 
housed in the other side of 
the ward.

Saanich-McNutt deals raked

Saanich was accused 
Tuesday of "having been in 
bed” with a resident “who 
has flagrantly violated 
municipal bylaws for many 
years.” 

The charge was levelled 
by veteran Aid, Sandy Noel 
during debate by council's 
planning committee on 
means of eliminating sev¬ 
eral chronic eyesores in the 
Courtland-Alan-Inlerurban- 
Road district. 

“It’s unfortunate that this 
municipality has been in bed 
w ith Lome McNutt on some 
occasions In the past, and 
this is making it difficult for 
staff who have now have to 


go out there and deal with 
him.” he said. 

Elaborating on his state¬ 
ment after the meeting, 
Noel said Saanich bad ex¬ 
changed property with 
McNutt on two or three oc¬ 
casions in the past for road 
widening. 

During the debate he said 
"something has to be done 
with someone who has fla¬ 
grantly violated our bylaws 
and thumbed his nose at 
council for so long.” 

Earlier in the meeting, 
Myles Barron. 1435 Court- 
land. had urged aldermen to 
consider purchasing land on 
Interurban as part of a land- 
banking scheme. 

The 120 acres could, he 
suggested, be resold for 
residential development. 


Barron, a resident of the 
area for 11 years, said he 
had been given assurances 
in the past by council and 
municipal staff that eye¬ 
sores in the area would be 
cleaned up. 

“Some of my neighbors 
have grown sick and tired of 
complaining and given up 
the fight, he said. “But I'm 
not giving up. I'll keep com¬ 
ing back until the matter is 
resolved. 

"Don't let Lome (McNutt) 
pollute the whole area,” he 
urged. "Make him fence off 
his industrial property so 
that it's not an eyesore.” 

Barron said the munici¬ 
pality had spent countless 
dollars pursuing court ac¬ 


tion against McNutt, “and 
for what, a measly $25 
fine." 

He wondered how much 
longer taxpayers money 
would be spent on such a 
useless endeavor. 

“It seems there are two 
bylaws in Saanich. One for 
our area and one for Gordon 
Head," he said. 

Rookie Aid. Irene Block 
said councils had been pla¬ 
gued with ongoing com¬ 
plaints for years and it was 
time a'Council came to grips 
with the issue. 

She said Barron's sugges¬ 
tion should be pursued as it 
might be the lever needed 
for jxome area residents to 
"cllan up their act" 


Aid. David Paterson cau¬ 
tioned that council would be 
violating its own legislation 
by selling off small parcels 
of land as the area was out¬ 
side the urban containment 
boundary and restricted io 
10-acre lot subdivision. 

He also noted that some of 
the land in question was 
owned by McNutt. 

“The problem would be 
solved if we had a new land¬ 
lord," he said. 

Aldermen asked for a 
staff report on Barron's pro¬ 
posal and also requested a 
report from the bylaw en¬ 
forcement department on 
possible bylaw infringe¬ 
ments by McNutt and other 
area residents. 


Highlands into a 10-acre lot 
size, but to allow residential 
development in some areas

Questioned by Guinne, he 
said it was normal for such 
doors to have a breaker bar 
on the outside to enable peo 
pie to re-enter. 

Sheilah Louise Doering, a 
nursing aide, and Margaret 
Vey, a New Zealand gradu 
ate nurse who was supervis 
ing the opposite ward, both 
detailed searches they had 
made about 9 p.m. 

None of the staff on Mrs. 
Young's side of the ward 
were available to testify 
Tuesday night so St. Jorre 
adjourned the inquest to 7:30 
p.m. Jan. 25.

Cordova Bay - 
sewering tab 
$3.5 million 

Sewers, npeded in Cordova Bay to eliminate a 
health hazard from faulty septic tanks, would cost an 
estimated $3.5 million, according to a study released 
Tuesday by Saanich planner Gil Laurenson. 

Residents, however, have repeatedly told muni¬ 
cipal officials they don't want sewers because they 
want to preserve their area's rural atmosphere. 

THE STUDY, made at the request of the Cordo¬ 
va Bay Association, is designed to provide back¬ 
ground information for residents as a preliminary 
step in preparation of local area plans to be drawn up 
under the municipality's over-all community plan 

Responding to residents’ concerns about a health 
hazard, Laurenson said that according to the medi¬ 
cal health officer’s definition of a health hazard, if 
there is "any effluent which is visible on the surface 
of the ground." then there is a health problem in the 
area. The soil composition and topography contrib¬ 
ute both to seepage and quick runoff of effluent and 
precipitation, he added. 

THE MUNICIPAL engineer's sewer proposal 
would, he said, eliminate any health hazard. 

Laurenson said growth could not occur without 
sewers being brought into the community. 

He ruled out the possibility of upgrading the 
existing septic tank system “as not appearing to be a 
long term solution.” 

No road widening or enlargement of the road sys¬ 
tem would be needed, based on existing traffic 
patterns. But before the study area reached a popu¬ 
lation of 8,000, Cordova Bay Road would have to be 
widened. 

Council will discuss the report with residents at a 
public meeting Feb. 22.

Ron Clarke's first big test 
as a runner—and he insists it 
still ranks as his biggest 
thrill—came when he was 
selected for duty as a torch- 
bearer at the 1956 Olympic 
Games in his hometown of 
Melbourne. 

Clarke, who went on to 
dominate the world of dis¬ 
tance-running for the better 
part of the next decade, was 
Australian junior champion 
at the time but was barely 
nosed out of the chance to 
compete in his home coun¬ 
try.

But only 
three Aussie distance-run¬ 
ners were selected to repre¬ 
sent the host country in the 
Olympics. 

So he had to be content to 
carry a torch, so to speak, 
for his country. He was glad 
to do it. 

And, after going on to a 
brilliant career which led 
him to cinder tracks around 
the world, Clarke’s still run¬ 
ning. Literally and figurati¬ 
vely. 

Progeny of a family of 
natlonally-prominent Aus¬ 
tralian soccer stars, Clarke 
runs to keep in trim. And 
he's forced to keep running 
just to keep up with the de¬ 
mand he's created as a 
sought-after lecturer on 
coaching technique. 

Touring the west coast of 
the U.S while coaching.his 
son Marcus, an aspiring 
competitive runner, Clarke 
originally had no intentions 
of coming to Canada. 

Marcus has been compel 
ing in meets in Portland and 
Seattle but Clarke was per¬ 
suaded to come north and 
spread a little of his gospel 
to audiences of selected ath¬ 
letes and coaches in Victoria 
and Vancouver. 

On Tuesday night, he dis¬ 
cussed his unique attitudes 
and philosophies with a re¬ 
ceptive group at the Em¬ 
press Hotel.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Coach Ray Malavasi of 
Los Angeles Rams announced Tuesday he has fired 
three of his assistants—offensive line coach Foster 
Andersen, offensive backfield coach Max Coley and 
quarterback coach Charlie Waller.

He was hired 
after George Allen was fired following two pre-sea- 
son games. 

Coley and Waller were holdovers from Allen’s staff 
and Andersen was hired by Malavasi from UCLA last 
•fall.

They will join three previously-announced per¬ 
formers—Mike Tully. world pole vault record holder 
from Los Angeles; Diane Jones-Konihowski of Ed¬ 
monton, pentathlon gold medalist at the 1978 Com¬ 
monwealth Games; and high jumper Debbie Brill of 
Burnaby.

Bob Pulford, general manager and coach of the 
Hawks, said Bordeleau's ankle will be in a cast for 
two weeks. 

Knowles joins Cardinals 

ST. LOUIS (AP) — Darold Knowles, a left-hander 
who once appeared in a record seven World Series 
baseball games, became the first free agent obtained 
by St. Louis Cardinals when he signed a two-year 
contract Tuesday. 

The 37-year-old Knowles was selected by four 
teams during last fall’s re-entry draft, the Cardinals. 
Pittsburgh Pirates, New York Mets and Oakland 

A's. 

"I almost immediately ruled out Oakland ... be¬ 
cause I didn’t want to go back to the American 
League," said Knowles, who pitched for the A’s for 
more than 3(4 beginning in 1971. 

His hopscotching major league career began with 
Baltimore Orioles in 1965 and has included tours 
along the way with Philadelphia Phillies, Washing¬ 
ton Senators, Chicago Cubs, Texas Rangers and 
Montreal Expos. 

In 1973, he set a World Series record by appearing 
in all seven games of the fall event for Oakland 
against the Mets.

25 thoroughbreds killed 

Second barn razed 
after disastrous fire 


CARENCRO, La. (AP) - Twenty-five 
thoroughbreds were killed when fire swept 
through a horse barn in rural Lafayette 
Parish Monday night and less than 18 
hours later a second barn down the road 
burned to the ground, horsemen reported 
Tuesday. 

A witness said firemen pulled down the 
walls of the second bam to rescue the 
horses, and it was not known immediately 
whether any were saved. 

"Looks like it might be a fire bug around 
here,” said James Hutchinson of Due- 
son, owner of the first bam to go up fn 
flames. "Two in one day." 

Hutchinson, who estimated losses from 
the blaze at his bam at more than $500,- 
000, said both bams went Jo the ground in 
minutes. 

The two bams were about a mile apart. 

Hutchinson said he could see the smoke 
from the second fire rising in a huge 
column back behind his house. 

His bam housed animals owned by sev¬ 
eral horsemen Including a dozen being han¬ 


dled by Julius Deiahoussay, one of the 
state's best known trainers. Only two 
horses escaped the flames. 

Among the dead were Tex Busher. who 
won fpur races this season at the New Or¬ 
leans Fair Grounds, and Nailing Away, 
with winnings of more than $100,000 last 
year. Also killed was Busy War Dog, a 
major winner. 

Swat Traveler, well known as a winner 
on Louisiana tracks, got out but was de¬ 
scribed as badly burned. 

Horsemen described others killed as 
promising two-year-olds. 

Don Stemmans, of Evangeline Downs 
race track, said no one was sleeping in 
the bam when the first fire broke out about 
10 p.m. Monday night. 

It was described as the worst fire of its 
kind in state history. 

The bam was located outside the com¬ 
munity of Carencro—the horse-racing 
country which was the location for a recent 
film about quarter-horses called Casey’s 
Shadow.

Plan to stop real Black Sunday 


MIAMI (AP) — Not taking any chance of Super 
Bowl Sunday becoming a "Black Sunday,” Miami 
police have assembled an anti-terrorist squad that is 
undergoing disaster prevention training and will 
closely monitor the crowd at the National Foot¬ 
ball League championship game. 

Authorities are keenly aware of the heavy promo¬ 
tion CBS television is giving the movie Black Sunday, 
which will be telecast shortly after the game this 
weekend. 

In the film, a group of terrorists hijack the Miami- 
based Goodyear blimp for a suicide mission at the 
Orange Bowl on Super Bowl Sunday. Miami police 
say they will be keeping an eye on the blimp at 
Opa-locka airport this Sunday. 

While police say they have received no indications 
of pending Super Bowl terrorism, "The threat is 
there; you have the' potential," said Capt. Mike 
Cosgrove, who will co-ordinate the special squad. 

"The whole point of terrorism is publicity. A dis¬ 
ruption of the Super Bowl would be a big plus for any 
of those terrorist groups.” 


Cosgrove said the two dozen special squad mem¬ 
bers are being trained in sniper and bomb detection, 
hostage negotiation, kidnaping prevention, dignilarv 
protection and demonstration control. 

From a command post atop the Orange Bowl press 
box, Cosgrove will direct about 10 plain-clothes 
intelligence officers trained in terrorist Identifica¬ 
tion while the remaining members will be scattered 
throughout the stadium for quick access to known 
danger areas, including the playing field. 

Cosgrove said a hostage negotiation team will be at 
the stadium and a police helicopter will be “stashed 
away within seconds of the Orange Bowl," with a 
bomb truck and technician near by. 

The officer said the unit's arsenal will include 
semi-automatic weapons, repelling devices and heli¬ 
copters. 

“Let's say 1 get a berserk gunman holding hos¬ 
tages in a stadium bathroom," Cosgrove said. "The 
big thing is that I'd rather overkill it with prepara¬ 
tion than not be ready. 

"Terrorism is coming. You’re going to see it. It's 
just a matter of time.” 


Fairbanks wins 
second round 


BOULDER, Colo. (AP) — 
Judge Richard Dana has is¬ 
sued a temporary restrain¬ 
ing order prohibiting New 
England Patriots from stop¬ 
ping Chuck Fairbanks from 
looking for another job out¬ 
side the National Football 
League. 

Dana issued the order 
Tuesday, and said it would 
remain in effect until a 
hearing here Thursday, at 
which time Fairbanks and 
University of Colorado will 
seek to stop the NFL team 
from interfering with Fair¬ 
banks’ efforts to take the 
Colorado coaching job. 

The suit requests that 
Fairbanks be allowed to ter¬ 
minate his contract with the 
Patriots on the grounds that 
his constitutional right to se¬ 
lect his employer has been 
violated. 

Meanwhile, lawyers for 
the Patriots have filed a mo¬ 
tion to have the Fairbanks- 
Colorado suit dismissed. 

The developments were 
the latest in a complicated 
situation which was expect¬ 
ed to chart new legal ground 
in the sports world. It is 
thought to be the first time a 
professional team filed suit 
to prevent its coach from 
taking a college coaching 
job.

ADEI.BODEN, Switzer¬ 
land (AP) — Ingemar Sten- 
mark won his fourth straight 
giant slalom ski race of the 
season Tuesday, but the only 
World Cup poinfs picked up 
were by those trailing him. 

The 22-year old defending 
World Cup champion main¬ 
tained his unbeaten record 
in the giant slalom when be 
surged to victory in both 
runs on the tough, 1.100- 
metre-long course where he 
had never won before. 

The win kept him on top of 
the over all standings but, 
under World Cup rules, 
failed to move him any fur¬ 
ther ahead. He had already 


gained the maximum 73 
points for three wins in the 
giant slalom category and 
therefore was unable to add 
to his over-all total of 11*' 
points. 

Stenmark, who clocked a 
total time of two minutes 
23.16 seconds, described the 
course afterwards ay “the 
most difficult of the season 
so far.” 

But he was more than 1 ^ 
seconds ahead of Andreas 
Wenzel of Liechtenstein, 
who was timed in 2:25.70, 
repeating his second-place 
finish in the special slalom 
at Crans-Montana Monday. 
He earned 20 points and held 


on to third place in the over¬ 
all standings. 

The next three places 
Tuesday-went to Swiss, with 
Jacques Luethy third, 1976 
Olympic champion Heini 
Hemmi fourth and Jean-Luc 
Fournier fifth. 

Stcnmark"s chief rival, 
Peter Luescher of Switzer¬ 
land, again failed in front of 
home spectators, falling at 
the third gate in the opening, 
run and losing a chance to 
overtake Stenmark for the 
Cup leadership. 

Showing none of his early 
season confidence, the 
young Swiss skier missed 
out on the points for the 


third successive time, but 
still remained in second 
place wjth 112 points. 

Phil Mahrc of the United 
Slates, 10th in the standings, 
was the first to start down 
the 49-gate. 340-metre-drop 
track and fell at the same 
gate as Luescher. 


Stenmark, with a later 
start than Mahre and 
Luescher, negotiated the 
tricky spot cautiously apd 
went on to establish a World 
Cup record by winning his 
fourth consecutive giant sla¬ 
lom. He hadpreviously won 
three in a row in 1975 and 
1978.

apologizes 

NEW YORK (AP) - 
Kevin Loughery, (he volatile 
coach of New Jersey Nets, 
apologized Tuesday to the 
National Basketball Asso¬ 
ciation for his conduct, and 
was warned by commission¬ 
er Larry O’Brien to comply 
with league behavior stan 
dards in the future. 

O’Brien also told the Nets’ 
management that he would 
hold them responsible for 
Loughery’s future actions. 
Under the NBA constitution, 
the commissioner is em¬ 
powered to levy a fine of up 
to $25,000 and a suspension 
of indefinite duration for 
conduct prejudicial or detri¬ 
mental to the .NBA. 

O’Brien' called Loughery 
to a special meeting after 
the Nets’ coach, who was 
recently suspended for three 
games and fined $1,000 for 
bumping two league, offi¬ 
cials—Mike Mathis and Don 
Murphy—was quoted as 
saying there was a "conspir¬ 
acy” by the referees against 
him. 

Loughery denied the 
quote, which was attributed 
to him after the Nets lost to 
Los Angeles Lakers 117-116 
last Friday night at Pisca- 
taway, N.J. The Lakers' 
winning point came when 
Adrian Dantley converted a 
free throw with 11 seconds 
remaining after New Jer¬ 
sey’s Phil Jackson was 
called for a loose-ball foul 
when the Nets had the ball 
and were about to shoot. 

Ironically, Mathis and 
Murphy also worked the 
Lakers' game. 

The meeting lasted one 
hour and 26 minutes and was 
attended by several mem 
hers of the Nets’ front of¬ 
fice, including Joseph Taub. 
president and principal 
owner. 

Loughery, who leads Ihe 
NBA in technical fouls this 
season with 28, also said in a 
statement released by (he 
league after the meeting 
that he had no evidence or 
information to support his 
earlier accusation that NBA 
referees were "out to get ” 
him.

M. V. Chesnut’s 

Garden Notes 


I have always had a soft spot in my 
heart for potted bulbs, and this dates 
back to the time when, as a small boy. 

I was given a bulb to grow in a saucer 
of pebbles and water by our neigh¬ 
borhood Chinese laundryman. The 
thrill of watching it grow and bloom 
has stayed with me ever since, which 
is why I spent so much column space 
last fall promoting the idea of buying 
and potting up bulbs for blooming 
indoors. 

Evidently I made a few converts, 
for I have had a surprising number of 
“rave” letters describing the beauty 
and fragrance of their potted hya¬ 
cinths. tulips, narcissi and daffs. 

Along with these letters, though, 
are demands for information on how to 
treat these bulbs after flowering so 
they can be used again next year. This 
poses a few problems. 

It must be remembered that indoor 
culture is foreign and unnatural for 
these bulbs, and even though the pot¬ 
ted hyacinths and narcissi appear to 
be in glowing health, with lush green 
leaves and perky flowers, all the 
growth was made at the expense of the 
nutrients stored in the bulb — nutri¬ 
ents manufactured by the leaves dur¬ 
ing the previous year, when the bulbs 
were growing outdoors. 

These reserves are just about ex 
hausted after the flowers fade, and 
under indoor Cultivation, the bulbs 
have very little chance of recharging 
their batteries and getting themselves

plumped up for next year's flower¬ 
ing. 

For this reason, it is best not to 
attempt to grow the same bulbs in¬ 
doors two years running. 

I must admit I have seen it done 
successfully in the case of potted hya¬ 
cinths. but in my opinion it is really 
more trouble than it is worth, espe¬ 
cially as the flowers in the second year 
are nothing like as good as the first. 
Moreover, the pots are occupying 
sunny windowsill space all through the 
spring and early summer months, at a 
time when such space is needed for the 
raising of seeds. 

I think it is better, then, to salvage 
the bulbs for outdoor planting and buy 
new ones next fall for potting up. 

Some bulbs are not even worth 
saving for planting out. These are the 
kinds which have been grown in peb¬ 
bles and water — the paper white 
narcissus and the like — and the hya¬ 
cinths which have been grown in water 
glasses.. 

These bulbs, grown without soil, 
have had no food at all and are com¬ 
pletely exhausted, as evidenced by the 
shrunken condition of the bulbs. These 
should be treated as expendables and 
thrown out after flowering. 

Bulbs which were potted up in soil 
are in somewhat better shape, for at 
least they have taken in some food, 
although the leaves haven't been ex¬ 
posed to enough sunlight to replenish 
all the spent nutrients. 


The trick here, after flowering, is 
to snip off the spent flower heads but 
keep all the leaves green and healthy 
and functioning, exposed to'every bit 
of sunshine possible It Isa good idea, 
too. to feed them a few drops of fish or 
seaweed fertilizer in their water about 
once a week during this period of 
recuperation. 

As soon as weather and soil condi¬ 
tions permit in the spring, get them 
planted out. and do (his with an abso¬ 
lute minimum of root disturbance. 
Knock the ball of roots and soil out of 
the pot — I have described in earlier 
columns how to perform this useful 
operation — and plant it "as is." with¬ 
out any attempt to separate or disen¬ 
tangle the roots. 

The plants from a pot containing 
three or four bulbs will be much too 
close together when planted out, it is 
true, but it is better to let them finish 
their growth cycle in this crowded 
condition than to shock and injure the 
roots by trying to'separate them. 

Sometime in June, when the leaves 
have finished their job of plumping up 
the bulbs and have died down, they can 
be dug up, dried off and stored in a 
cool, airy place until fall, then plant 
them out at their proper depth and 
spacing. 

Don't expect too much from your 
plants in the spring of 1980. for they 
won't have recovered fully from their 
indoor ordeal, but in 1981 they should 
bloom as gaily as any other hardy 
bulb. 


WASHINGTON — FBI 
Director William Webster 
told newspapermen the 
other day that, with the 
recognition of the "People’s 
Republic of China, the Unit¬ 
ed States could become 
overrun with Chinese spies 
pretending to be students 
and diplomats. 

The FBI is charged with 
keeping an eye on foreign 
spies in this country and Mr. 
Webster has a right to be 
concerned. If only 2.000 Chi¬ 
nese envoys plus 500 stu¬ 
dents were permitted to 
enter the country in the first 
year, the FBI would have to 
keep an eye on each one. 
This would require three 
agents working 24 hours a 
day to watch every Chinese 
person. 

The Federal Bureau of In¬ 
vestigation could handle this 
number, but in a few years 
the People's Republic might 
insist on sending over tour¬ 
ists at the rate of a million a 
month. Then the FBI's re¬ 
sources would be strained. 

To complicate matters the 
United States has a large 
population of Chinese- 
Americans who are loyal 
citizens of this country but 
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who could easily be mistak¬ 
en for People’s Republic 
Chinese. Then we also have 
Taiwanese students who are 
violently anti-mainland 
China but who could be fol¬ 
lowed for months before the 
' FRI found out where their 
political sympathies were. 

There has to be an answer 
to the problem. 

One solution would be for 
President Carter to work out 
a deal with Vice Premier 
Teng when he arrives in 
Washington this month. At 
the moment, in the first 
flush of recognition and 
goodwill, Teng might go for 
the arrangement. 

All mainland Chinese dip¬ 
lomats and students would 
be required to wear dark 
blue Mao jackets and baggy 
pants when they went out in 
public in the United States. 
Anyone caught wearing an 
alligator sports shirt would 
be assumed to be a spy and 
deported back to Peking 
with the next shipment of 
Coca-Cola. 

Chinese students would be 
required to carry their little 
Red Books to classes at all 
times, so the FBI undercov¬ 
er professors would not con¬ 


fuse them with anti-commu 
nist members of the 
Chincsc-American commun¬ 
ities. 

To further separate the 
good Chinese and those in¬ 
volved in cloak and dagger 
operations, the FBI would 
post wall posters in every 
Chinatown in the United 
States. Those who stopped to 
read the posters would be 
considered suspect and 
worth following. Those who 
ignored the wall posters 
would be eliminated from 
further surveillance. 

One of the biggest prob¬ 
lems the FBI faces in its 
counterespionage efforts is 
how to discover what the 
Red Chinese are sending 
back in the way of informa- 
'tion to the mainland. 

This would require the bu¬ 
reau to get court orders to 
open every Chinese fortune 
cookie going in and out of the 
United States. In order to 
keep the Chinese from find¬ 
ing out that we were reading 
their fortune cookies, the 
FBI would have to get added 
funds from Congress to 
build its own fortune cookie 
factory where the messages 


could bo replaced after 
being studied. 

Additional money would 
also be needed to break the 
codes in the cookies.. "You 
are going to have a nice 
day" could really mean 
“U.S. Navy is building new 
Cruise missile underneath 
Pasadena Rose Bow l" or "A 
man who has friends will 
never run out of toothpaste" 
could mean "Soviet defector 
was caught in massage par¬ 
lor last night with expired 
American Express card." 

It goes without saying 
that, while the FBI will have 
to watch mainland Chinese 
in the United States, the CIA 
will be sending their own 
agents to China. 

This is where President 
Carter can make a deal with 
Mr. Teng. In exchange for 
Teng's people wearing only 
Mao uniforms, the Ameri¬ 
can president will promise 
that the CIA people will 
wear only Brooks Brothers 
suits with button-down 
shirts and stripe® ties. In 
this way both couriicuu/ftill 
be able to save vast sums of 
counterespionage money by 
not wasting time following 
the wrong people. 


It was scarcely noted that the 1978 
Nobel Prize in Economics was award¬ 
ed to a man who is not an economist, 
but a professor of computer science 
and psychology, 

Even more unusual is the fact that 
Herbert A. Simon, the laureate, is-an 
avowed opponent of conventional eco¬ 
nomic wisdom. He rejects the basic 
assumption of almost all economists 
— that decisions in this area are made 
by an eternal abstraction called "Eco¬ 
nomic Man." 

People do not behave the way econ¬ 
omists imagine they do, from Adam 
Smith to Karl Marx. Presuming to be 
the most practical of the social sci¬ 
ences, economics is actually the most 
idealistic, whether it is left, right, or 
centre. For it assumes that people 
respond "rationally” to outside 
forces. 

Economics has been an insulated 
discipline almost since its inception. It 


has refused to learn from the other 
social sciences, from history at one 
end or psyelytlogy at the other. Smith 
could not possibly have comprehended 
what his "capitalism" would turn into 
during the 20th century, and Marx 
would be appalled at the perversion of 
his "communism" at the same time. 

Economic Man never changes, but 
people do. People are multi-layered 
creatures, not mere opportunists who 
simply seek to maximize gain. Eco¬ 
nomics may be a necessary compo¬ 
nent in our behavior, but not the 
determining one; other values and ex¬ 
pectations enter into the total calculus 
of choices and decisions. 

It is these other values that eco¬ 
nomics refuses to admit into its calcu¬ 
lations, because it cannot measure or 
quantify their influence. Emotional 
drives, spiritual ends, nationalistic as¬ 
pirations, ideological creeds — ail 
these tend to divert men from the 


purely "rational " considerations of 
immediate profit or gain. 

Where economists differ basically 
is not in the technique or technology of 
their science, but in their implicit as¬ 
sumptions about the nature of man. 
These assumptions are philosophical, 
psychological, and ethical, but they 
are never allowed to enter the equa¬ 
tion. Thus, the differing "solutions" 
the economists come up with are inap¬ 
plicable to a living, changing, multi- 
motivated so?iety. 

It is vastly encouraging that a man 
involved in studying the process by 
which we think, feel, create, solve 
problems, and act, should be awarded 
a Nobel in economics — perhaps the 
first official recognition that the myth 
of Economic Man must be demolished 
before we can construct a more realis¬ 
tically "rational" model of human be¬ 
havior.

VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Health Minister Monique 
Begin said Tuesday that too 
many parts of the tax sys¬ 
tem favored the rich and 
that one of the great chal¬ 
lenges faced by govern¬ 
ments was to make the sys¬ 
tem fairer. 

The burden of taxes has 
been shifting onto the backs 
of individual taxpayers and 
away from corporations in 
the last 30 years, she told the 
Association of Professional 
Economists of B.C. 

"Between 1951 and 1977 
the share of federal reve¬ 
nues from direct taxes on 
corporations has been cut in 
half, from 30 per cent to 15 
per cent. The slack has been 
taken up by direct taxes on 
individuals, whose share has 
almost doubled from 28 per 
cent to 49 per cent."

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CANCER GROUP 
TAKES LICKING

WASHINGTON (UPI) — A public interest group 
accused the American Cancer Society Tuesday of 
raising funds through the “highly irresponsible" sale 
of lollipops colored with a food dye under study as a 
possible cancer-causer. 

The Centre for Science In the Public Interest said 
the ACS had distributed in New York slate more than 
a quarter-million of the red lollipops, bearing the 
society's name and symbol in white. 

"It is highly irresponsible for the cancer society 
to use a promotional gimmick .that contains a dye 
that is suspected of being carcinogenic,” the group 
said in a letter to the ACS. 

It said the society should "immediately discon¬ 
tinue the distribution of the lollipops" and press for a 
total ban on the dye “until its safety is established 
beyond a doubt.” 

An ACS spokesman replied by conceding local 
chapters bad distributed an assortment of lollipops 
and "some of them may have had Red 40, some of 
them may not.” 

However, he said It was “perfectly proper" to 
use the dye in products as long as the Food and Drug 
Administration had not judged Red 40 a danger 
to public health. 

The FDA permits the dye in in foods in America 
despite prohibitions in Canada and Britain, hut a new 
test of whether Red 40 causes cancer is under¬ 
way. 

Red 40, manufactured by Allied Chemical, has 
been the second most widely used food dye in the 
nation since the FDA banned another controversial 
colorer, Red No. 2, in 1976 because of unanswered 
safety and cancer questions.

Camosun, neighbors more hopeful

Both Camosun College and 
residents living next door to 
its Lansdowne campus are 
warily optimistic that a so¬ 
lution to the college's park¬ 
ing/ problems can be 
reached, following a meet¬ 
ing Monday night. 

Philip Wellman, leader of 
the opposition to the col¬ 
lege's plans to put a 156-stall 
parking lot in woods north 
of the Lansdowne campus, 
said Tuesday that the meet¬ 
ing was long and in some 
ways frustrating. 

"They didn’t seem to have 
considered beforehand 
many of the points we raised 
but they agreed to look at 


some of them after we 
raised them." 

In a statement read at the 
meeting, attended by nearby 
residents and college offi¬ 
cials, Wellman said the 25- 
acre Hudson’s Bay Woods 
(donated to the University 
of Victoria, former owner of 
the site, by the Hudson’s 
Bay Company) should be 
preserved for the future. 
Undeveloped forest area is a 
scarce resource and nearby 
residenLs are very attached 
to the rocky, oak-forested 
land which is a habitat for 
many forms of wildlife. 

Wellman said Camosun 
had been a very poor neigh¬ 
bor over the years, creating 
a parking problem and traf¬ 
fic hazards for adjoining 


residential areas, and fall¬ 
ing to maintain its buildings 
and grounds. While the 
lawns at the front of the 
college have been kept 
mowed and tidy, the rear of 
the campus features "de¬ 
crepit" buildings and huts.. 

“We oppose Camosun Col¬ 
lege’s plan to extend its 
backyard into the Hudson's 
Bay Woods." 

The college should do 
more to encourage public 
transportation, including 
the institution of parking 
fees on campus, Wellman 
said. 

Camosun principal Lloyd 
Morin said Tuesday that the 
college does not have many 
options for providing park¬ 
ing on the Lansdowne cam¬ 


pus. The construction of a 
too, 000-square foot multi¬ 
purpose building on the 
north side of the campus will 
eliminate some existing 
parking spaces and an at¬ 
tempt to move the parking 
spaces, required by bullf 
Ing codes, to the other side 
of the campus was strongly 
opposed by residents there. 

Among the options now 
being studied by the college 
are greater use of paid 
parking and shifting the pro¬ 
posed parking lot further 
away from neighboring 
homes, Moijn said. A sug¬ 
gestion that the college con¬ 
sider a multi-level parking 
facility has been ruled out 
by a lack of funds. 


One definite result to 
come from the meeting was 
a promise that the college 
would consult further with 
residents regarding the 
course of action it decides to 
take. 

As if parking were not 
enough of a problem, the 
college’s new multi-purpose 
building, yet to get past the 
architect’s sketch stage, is 
also under fire by a Camo¬ 
sun neighbor. Angus Whit¬ 
more recently purchased a 
house on Argyle Street, fac¬ 
ing Camosun’s backyard, 
and now fears that the 
multi-purpose building will 
block off winter sunlight to 
his home.

Grand Pacific aloof , statelyi

The white pillars of the Grand Pacific Hotel rise 
In cool and stately fashion just beyond a fringe of 
coconut trees flanking Victoria Parade, Suva, Fiji. 

Across the paradg lies Albert Park which, in turn, 
flanks the Parliament Buildings of Fiji, 

Suva is no different to any 
other city. 


A couple of hundred 
metres south, where Vic¬ 
toria Parade turns into 
Queen Elizabeth Drive, lies 
Government House, official 
residence of Governor-Gen¬ 
eral Katu Sir George Cako- 
bau. with the main gate 
guarded by a precise-step¬ 
ping member of the Fijian 
army. His white sulu with 
the jagged hem stands in 
brilliant contrast to the red 
upper tunic. The slap of 
hands and sandalled feet are 
as sharp on rifle butt and 
pavement as the guards at 
Buckingham Palace. 

FROI1 THE rear of the 
Grand Pacific stretches the 
great reef guarding the en¬ 
trance to Suva Harbor. And, 
Jteyond the reef, lies the long 
■roll of the Pacific, all the 
.way to Canada. 

- The Grand Pacific is 
Jisually discovered by acci¬ 
dent. It advertises little, pre- 
Jers to stay aloof from the 
programs organized by the 
j-'iji Visitors Bureau, and de 
dines to enter the frenzied 
battle for the tourist dollar. 

' I DISCOVERED the 
Grand Pacific on the morn¬ 
ing I was scheduled to leave 
Suva, and was thus confined 
to a "sightseeing" tour of 
the hotel provided by man¬ 
agement. 

From the Peacock chairs 
in the cocktail lounge, from 
I he single rooms for $10 a 
night to the luxury suites at 
$10 a night, the Grand Pa- 
eific sits in sun or tropical 
rain waiting for Somerset 
Maugham. 

IT W AS HERE, in the two- 
storey high lobby, with its 
slow-turning fans, that Suva 
honored Kingsford-Smith 
during his trans-Pacific 
flight. 

It was here, on the bal¬ 
cony. that Queen Elizabeth 
addressed what must be her 
most loyal subjects. And it 
was here, in this same 
lobby-cum-ballroom. that 
Prince Charles presided 
when Fiji celebrated its 
birth as a Commonwealth 
nation in 1970. 

WITH TIME confining a 
personal knowledge of the 
Grand Pacific to a magnifi¬ 
cent curried chicken lunch 
(lots of Fiji bitter beer re¬ 
quired), it still has to rate 
high on a list of "musts" 
When the traveller reaches 
Fiji. 

If you like your hotels with 
la bit of historic atmosphere; 
if you like to be close to the 
centre of a city bufiur- 
Tounded by open spaces; if 
you like your curry hot and 
your beer cold; if you want a 
little luxury for your top dol¬ 
lar or excellent accommoda¬ 
tion for prices to fit any 
pocket book •— from $10 to 
$10 under the same roof is 
rare — it has to be where I'm 
going if and when I ever get 
back — the Grand Pacific. 

AS IN ALL vacation coun¬ 
tries. the main cities offer 
bargains galore plus open 
invitations to be ripped off. 


Inflation 
in decline 

ATHENS, Greece (AP) — 
Greece's unemployment 
rate last year was 1.9 per 
cent, and its inflation rate 
31.5 per cent, the lowest in 
years, the government said 
Monday. The government 
said the unemployment rate 
was "one of the lowest rates 
in the world." Inflation was 
a record 30.6 per cent in 
1973, but it had dropped to 
12.8 per cent in 1977 and 
1976.

The message was sent to 
every, church leader plan¬ 
ning to attend the Jan. 26 
Conference of Latin Ameri¬ 
can Bishops at Puebla, Mex¬ 
ico. Pope John Paul II is to 
deliver a major address at 
the conference. 


Remote from battle 
for tourist’s dollar 


On the main streets the 
windows are jammed with 
“bargains" designed to at¬ 
tract the P and O trade from 
the tour ships. Every shop 
boasts that its goods are 
“duty free,’* and the unsu¬ 
specting shopper thinks duty 
free means cheap. It 
doesn't. It means that the 
shopkeeper does not pay the 
government duty on the 
goods he is selling. It does 
not mean that he automati¬ 
cally passes the saving on to 
his customers. 

IN MOST stores in Suva, 
Nadi and Slgatoka, the shop¬ 
per needs to bargain hard 
and ruthlessly with the East 
Indians, who dominate all 
commerce in Fiji. 

As a rule of thumb offer 
half the asking price and be 
prepared to come up 10 per 
cent.. 

SIGATOKA. on the coast 
between Nadi and Suva, 
offers the best bargain, al¬ 
though both Nadi and Suva 
will come up with surprises 
if the visitor, especially in 
Suva, gets off Victoria 
Parade and into the back 
streets. 

In an earlier piece from 
the South Seas I mentioned 
interviewing Fred Caine, 
MP, on a small island off the 
coast from Suva, the island 
of Toberua. pronounced 
Tumberua. It is one of those 
places the South Seas visitor 
should save to visit. It 
claims to be "a very special 
corner of the South Pa¬ 
cific," and it is. 

TO GET THERE you take 
a $10 Fijian (around $13 Ca¬ 
nadian) fast and bumpy taxi 
ride to Nakelo Landing, on 
the banks of the Rewa’ 
River. From there you take 
a $10 ride down the Rewa 
between roadless jungle to 
the sea, and continue on 
until a small three-acre dot 
on the horizon tells you you 
have arrived at Toberua. 

There are 28 staff mem¬ 
bers at Toberua to take care 
of. at capacity. 30-35 guests. 
Most of them are on the 
beach to welcome you with a 
couple of guitars and a song. 
When you leave, the same 
group will gather to sing Isa 
Lei, the Fijian song of fare¬ 
well. 

IN BETWEEN the songs, 
between $80 and $100 a day 
Canadian should take care 
of everything, including 
wine with dinner and a pint 
here and there. 

I was four days on To¬ 
berua and didn't regret any 
part of it. It is an island 
which will remain timeless. 

WITH TIME running out 
rapidly, the sensible South 
Seas traveller will save the 
last week of the hoi iday for a 
final, casual, deep-sea 
cruise around the Yasawa 
Islands, a chain of isolated 
sandy-beached small islands 
swinging north out of Lauto- 
ka. 

From Toberua travel to 
Nausori Airport (midway 
between Suva and the boat 
landing) and take Fiji Air to 
Nadi. The fare is around $25, 
the aircraft eight-seaters, 
the trip down the Cora) 
Coast following the Queen's 
Road to Sigatoka then cut¬ 
ting across Viti Levu to 
Nadi, is spectacular every 
kilometre of the way. 

FIJI AIR, with one or two 
stops on the Coral Coast on 
the way. takes a little longer 
than Pacific Air, but is far 
more fascinating than the 
big jet. 

If you take an early morn¬ 
ing flight out of Nausori you 
can get to Lauloka in time to 
catch the 10 a m. sailing 
(they'll wait if you phone 
ahead) of the three days-two 
nights, Blue Lagoon Cruise. 

THE TOTAL package for 
two runs around $300, and 
that includes everything but 
the bar bill. 

Cabins on board are small 
but adequate. Two bunks, 
feet-to-feet, toilet, wash 
basin and shower are stan¬ 
dard on the upper deck. The 
Blue Lagoon traveller docs 
not spend much time in his 
cabin 


FOR YOUR money you 
average five meals a day, 
breakfast, lunch and dinner, 
with morning and afternoon 
tea thrown in and both the 
equivalent of a light snack. 

Some meals are served on 
board buffet style, others 
ashore on some remote 
beach with only surf and 
stars to accompany the 
meal. 

THE CRUISE itself 
covers only 200 kilometres, 
but in that distance offers 
everything the South Sea 
dreamer has looked for. 

Each afternoon anchor is 
dropped shortly after lunch. 
The rest of the day, until 
well after dark, can be spent 
ashore wandering around an 
island — occupied only by a 
husband, wife and son — 
swimming, snorkelling, 
viewing coral through glass- 
bottom boats or just consid¬ 
ering, vaguely, what the rest 
of the world might be 
doing. 

THE TOURISM experts in 
Fiji advise the traveller to 
start a Fijian holiday with 
the three-day Blue Lagoon 
cruise, or to finish the vaca¬ 
tion that way. Having cho¬ 


sen the latter, I recommend 
It. 

From Lautoka to Nanuya 
Lailai to Sawa-I-Lau and the 
Blue Lagoon caves with 
visits to nearby villages and 
the village school, then down 
the outside of the Yasawas 
to Waya and Yalobi, and the 
village school kids heading 
for home on a Friday after¬ 
noon. They travel, jammed 
like sardines, on % small 
cabin cruiser. 

IN CANADA the author¬ 
ities would be arrested. In 
Fiji it's the only way to go if 
you want to go to school. 

From Yalobi, Waya. it’s a 
quick run home to Lautoka. 
with the passengers growing 
quieter with every revolu- 
tion of the twin Rolls-Royce 


engines. For most, including 
me, these have been the last 
days of discovery in.the 
South Seas and days to- re¬ 
member. 

THERE COULD be no 
better way to end a dose to 
perfect vacation. 

All that's left, once 
ashore, is one night at the 
Mocambo. a gourmet lunch 
at the Sunlover and the giant 
CP Air stride home. 

BUT THERE is one more 
story to tell. The story of Fiji 
for the backpacker or the 
family who can afford the 
fare and accommodation 
but can’t afford to eat out. 

That’s for another story.

HOLLYWOOD (AP)-Ca- 
nadlan actor William 
Shatner and the other weary 
travellers aboard the USS 
Enterprise have just about 
reached the end of their as¬ 
tral journey. 

But it will be months yet 
before Paramount releases 
Star Trek, The Motion Pic¬ 
ture, the studio's big-budget 
follow-up to the popular tele¬ 
vision series. Director Ro¬ 
bert Wise and producer 
Gene Rodenberry say they 
will spent most of 1979 put- .

Shatner, who plays Capt.

In an interview in his lux¬

"It takes about an hour 
and a half every morning, 
although we’ve speeded the 
prheess up a bit,” Nimoy 
said. 

Nimoy seems grateful to 
Spock. but he has also 
sought escape from a one- 
role identity. He has ap¬ 
peared onstage as Sherlock 
Holmes and the psychiatrist 
in Equus and soon embarks 
on a U.S. tour with Vincent, 
a multi-media, one-man 
show about Vincent Van 
Gogh which Nimoy wrote 
himself. 

De Forest Kelly, who 
plays Dr. (Bones) McCoy, 


admits Star Trek is “the 
best thing that ever hap¬ 
pened to my career." Yet he 
has profited less than his 
two co-stars. 

“Maybe that’s because 
I'm not as ambitious as Bill 


and Leonard,” said Kelly. “I 
had a good career as an 
actor before Star Trek, 
playing mostly heavies, and 
I’m content to take It easy. 
After all, I’ve been around a 
while.”

‘Family dinner has moved out to Big Mac’s’ 


TORONTO (CP) — "Hey 
mom. how did Hitler commit 
suicide?” 

The question slumped 
Vancouver broadcaster 
Carole Taylor as she and 
husband .Art Phillips sat 
down to dinner with her son 
Christopher 

"Six-year-olds sometimes 
. initiate the most astonishing 
conversations,” Miss Taylor 
said in an interview. 

But Miss Taylor, like 
other well-known Cana¬ 
dians, says she remembers 
little about her own child¬ 
hood dinner-table conversa¬ 
tions. 

“I READ biographies and 
they're always talking about 
heavy table conversation." 
she says. "It wasn't the style 
of our family. I mostly "re¬ 
member spilling my mtlk at 
the table." 

lias family table talk de¬ 
clined during the last 30 
years with a move from din¬ 
ing rooms to fast-food res¬ 
taurants? 

Fiona Nelson thinks so. 
The chairman of the Toronto 
board of education warns 
that the growing popularity 
of such restaurants is killing 
family table talk, making it 
harder for children to com¬ 
municate. » 

MRS. NELSON said re " 
cently that many children 
eat by themselves in restau¬ 
rants and "the conversation 
that (traditionally) goes on 
at family mealtime doesn't 
happen in a very large num 
ber of homes anymore.” 

She says fewer children 
can discuss problems, opin¬ 
ions or experiences with 
other family members and 
lose an important aspect of 
growing up 

Mr. Justice Alex Campbell 
of the Prince Edward Island 
Supreme Court agrees that 
"the family table has moved 
out to Big Mac’s.” 

BUT HE believes family 
conversation is growing 
more informal, not declin¬ 
ing. 

Raised in Summerside, 
P.E.I., of "the old-fashioned 
school where dinner was 
eaten around the dining¬ 
room table,” the newly-ap¬ 
pointed jurist remembers 
"feeling tortured at times. 


having to mind my manners 
and not reach across the 
table for something” 

"Now our- children look 
forward to picking up a 
pizza, chicken or hamburg¬ 
ers once a week for a variety 
of reasons, including con¬ 
sideration of mother's toil." 

OTHER Canadians recall 
noisy childhood dinners— 
watching rivers of spilled 
milk or laughing aS the fam¬ 
ily pet scrambled for the 
leftovers. 

Mealtime was hectic for 
singer Anne Murray when 
she sat down with five broth¬ 
ers and sisters In Springhill, 

N.S. 

"That was our time to get 
together and argue over a 
couple of quarts of milk.” 

Her father, a doctor, was 
rarely around for meals. 

"I guess he ate with us 
about twice a year, at 
Christmas and Easter.” 

BlIT HER family didn't 
suffer because of his ab¬ 
sence. 

"He was there when we 
needed him.” 

There are vivid mealtime 
memories for veteran 
broadcaster Gordon Sinclair 
who. during his 78 years, has 
chattered at table with his 
parents, children and seven 
grandchildren. 

"My dad often discussed 
socialism. He was a labor 
organizer and a hard-work¬ 
ing man who thought there 
was great value in social¬ 
ism. I could never under 
stand it because he invari¬ 
ably voted Conservative." 

TWO TOPICS dominated 
Sinclair's table—his father's 
passion for socialism and his 
American-born mother's 
nine brothers and sisters, 
who continually extolled the 
virtues of living south of the 
border. 

Sinclair laughs gleefully 
as he recalls the latter: "My 
aunts and uncles wanted us 
to be educated in the U.S. 


"As it turned out, even¬ 
tually we could have bought 
and sold all 17 of my Ameri¬ 
can cousins.” 

Author and broadcaster 
Pierre. ..Berton consumed 
three meals a day with his 
mother and father in their 
Yukon home and believes in 
the importance of parents 
and children spending meal¬ 
time together. 

"MY FATHER was a man 
of enormous curiosity," 
says Berton, who remem¬ 
bers learning a great deal at 
dinner. “He talked about 
everything from astrology 
to plant life." 

For Nancy Greene Raine. 
who 11 years ago tamed the 
giant slalom course at Gren¬ 
oble. France, and won an 
Olympic gold medal, meal¬ 
time today Is marked by the 
comings and goings of a 
sports-minded family. 

SPORTS practice “is the 
curse of the modern house¬ 
wife." says the native of 
Rossland. Her husband, Al, 
coaches hockey and her twin 
nine-year-olds, Charlie and 
Willie, play soccer. 

"We’re lucky if we get one 
meal a week together. The 
old concept of dutifully sit¬ 
ting around the table—mom 
and dad at the head—doesn’t 
exist anymore. 

“I don't think we’re any 
the worse for it." 

Lanky New York Rangers 
centre Phil Esposito, who 
grew up in Sault Ste. Marie. 
Ont., talked hockey at the 
table "but we didn't say 
much." 

"WE WOULD eat our food 
as fast as we could to get 
outside and skate again. Our 
mother used to put a news¬ 
paper on the floor for us to 
put our feet on—we didn't 
even take off our skates.”

Turn out on a lightly 
floured board or canvas. Di¬ 
vide dough into <i equal 
parts; roll out each part to 
form an 8 or 9-inch circle. 

For filling, place 1 apple in 
centre of each circle of 
dough. Combine sugar and 
allspice; fill apple centres 
with sugar mixture. Dot fill¬ 
ing in each apple with 1 tea¬ 
spoon butter. 

Moisten edges of pastry. 
Bring pastry up over apples 
pinching edges together to 
seal; prick top and sides. 
Place on cookie sheet. 

Bake in preheated 125-de¬ 
gree oven 20 to 25 minutes or 
until apples are tender: 
serve immediately with 
syrup. 

For syrup, combine all in¬ 
gredients except butler in 
small saucepan over me¬ 
dium heat, stirring con¬ 
stantly until thickened. Re¬ 
move from heat; stir in 
butter.

Dear Dr. Ruble; I am 

almost 15 and have had a 
bad case of arthritis in my 
fingers. 1 have an awful 
habit of cracking my 
knuckles. Please tell me if 
this is a part of my problem. 
I try soaking my fingers in 
hot water but it only gives 
me temporary comfort. — 
S.P. 

At your age, I suspect this 
is a mechanical problem 
brought on by your habit. 
Knuckle-cracking is seldom 
troublesome, but you may 
have managed to cause 
some injury to the joint cap¬ 
sule. Osteoarthritis is the 
“wear and tear" variety, 
and that is probably what 
you have in mind. It seldom 
affects the muscles and it 
would be unusual at your 
age. As I see it, your only 
solution is to avoid the

Some puffers aren’t quitters 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A sci¬ 
entist who worked on the new smok¬ 
ing and health report suggests 
women may find It especially hard 
to quit smoking because of conflicts 
arising from their new lifestyles. 

“Why women have more trouble 
quitting (than men do) is not clear,” 
said Dr. Norman Krasnegor, a be¬ 
havioral researcher ih the National 
Institute on Drug Abuse. 

But, in an interview with UPL 
Krasnegor offered what he stressed 
was some informed "speculation” 
on that point. 

“Women started smoking later 
in life and later historically than 
men,” he said. 

Research indicates American 
men took up smoking in a big way 
during the social upheavals intro- 
duced by the First World War , 


while women generally did not fol¬ 
low suit until after the Second World 
War. 

Now, said Krasnegor, “young 
women — and in particular adoles¬ 
cent women — are smoking at a rate 
much higher than their male co¬ 
horts. 

“We are not sure whether this 
represents girls catching up with 
boys or whether they will surpass 
them. It may, in fact, be simply that 
there is a general change with re¬ 
spect to female behavior and risk 
taking. 

“Girls, in order to catch up, 
have to work faster." 

Although that may explain why 
the number of women smoking re¬ 
mains relatively static in the face of 
a decline among’men, why is it 


harder for women to quit than 
men? 

The new surgeon general's re¬ 
port published last week, which said 
“cigarette smoking is even more 
dangerous ... than was supposed,” 
indicated women do have more 
trouble quitting. 

"There is fragmentary evi¬ 
dence,” it said, "suggesting that the 
abstinence syndrome is more se¬ 
vere in women than in men.” 

"It may be," said Krasnegor, 
"that women are less likely to give 
it up because it is just new to 
them.” 

And there may also be a vanity 
factor, he said. 

“When people stop smoking 
there are all sorts of withdrawal 
symptoms," Krasnegor continued. 


such as blood pressure changes, ir¬ 
ritability and weight gain. 

This, he said, leads to the 
"weird" finding that “women on the 
one hand recognize the health risks, 
but, because of concerns about per¬ 
sonal appearance, refuse to give up 
smoking because it might” make 
them fat. 

He said a woman might think. 
"The hell with this. If I’m going to 
have to gain weight to quit smoking. 
I’ll just keep smoking and stay 
slim.'” 

Krasnegor said it is also true, 
however, that women are joining 
men in the exercise wave, and 
learning that quitting smoking leads 
to better fitness. 

What is needed, he said, are 
"new experiments" specifically 
pinpointed on women.

OTTAWA (CP) - Fjr 
every 100 live births there 
were 15 theraputic abortions 
in Canada in 1976, a Statis¬ 
tics Canada study release 
shows. 

During the year, 54,536 
theraputic abortions were 
reported by Canadian hospi¬ 
tals and another 4,234 legal 
abortions were obtained 
(and reported) by Cana¬ 
dians in the United States. 
Tte federal agency said its 
figures for the U.S. were 
incomplete. 

The abortion rate in the 
country was up 10.2 per cent 
from the 1975 rate of 13.8 
theraputic abortions for 
every 100 live births. 

In 1975 there were 49.390 
theraputic abortions per 
fornied in Canada and 1,394 
reported done in the United 
States. 

The Canadian abortion 
rate was much lower than 
those of the U.S. and most 
European countries. 

Canada's 15.1 abortions 
per 100 live births compared 
to a rate of 35.8 in the U.S., 
17.9 in England, 29.8 per cent 
in Denmark, 32.5 per cent in 
Sweden and 48.5 per cent in 
East Germany. 

Half the women who re¬ 
ceived theraputic abortions 
were between 20 and 29 
years of age. Thirty per cent 
were younger than 20 years 
of age and the remaining 30 
per cent 30 years of age and 
older.

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Clark hears Canadian peace force grumbles 


GOLAN HEIGHTS, Israel 
(CP)—Canadian troops at¬ 
tempting to supply United 
Nations peace force here 
complained Tuesday that 
equipment shortages and in¬ 
ternational red tape were 
hampering their work. 

' Pressing the point during 
a visit by Opposition Leader 
Joe Clark, soldiers said UN 
tendering procedures and 
scarce supplies often meant 
long delays in providing the 
force with items as varied as 
brooms, batteries and laun¬ 
dry soap. y 

Clark, on a look and-learn 
tour, said he wanted to 
check first in Ottawa before 
making any comment on the 
complaint. 

"I want to find out what 
(he problem is," he said fol¬ 
lowing an afternoon visit to 
Camp Zouani, a UN post in¬ 
volving a Canadian logistics 
company that works to keep 
hostile Israelis and Syrians 
apart. 

Major Laurie Villeneuve. 
32, of Ottawa, explained that 
the camp, an isolated en-, 
clave in the north of Israel, 
got Its supplies from force 
headquarters in Damascus. 
UN staff there then checked 
supply sources in both Syria 
and Israel t»see where they 
could get the best deal. 

Approval for purchases 
had to be made in turn at 
UN headquarters in New 
York, after clearance from 
the defence department in 
Ottawa 

Villeneuve said the pro¬ 
cess could mean long 
delays. 

For instance, he noted 
that the camp had only one 
telephone and it wasn't 
working. Some of the heavy 
equipment used in the camp 
was more than 20 years old 

He said he and others at 
the camp had decided to 
use visits by leading politi¬ 
cal figures from Canada to 
put the ease for improve¬ 
ment. 

Clark slopped at the camp 
during the closing days of a 
12-day world tour that has 
taken him to Japan and 
India and ends Thursday in 
Jordan. 

He has described the trip 
as exhausting, and after 
putting in yet another 14- 


hour day of travel and public 
appearances Tuesday, he in¬ 
structed his car driver to 
travel slowly back to Jeru 
salem from the camp so he 
could sleep in the car 

Clark arrived at the camp 
after a 3‘y-hour drive from 
Jerusalem that took him 
past holy sites, Israeli de¬ 
fence establishments, flour¬ 
ishing farms and a prosper¬ 
ous kibbutz. 

Along the way. Clark 
paused at places made 
famous almost 2,000 years 
ago by Jesus Christ. 

Clark dropped in at the 


kibbutz for lunch and a look 
at the communal village sys¬ 
tem that has become the 
backbone of Israeli agricul¬ 
ture and rural security 

There, Clark washed his 
own lunch dishes, noting In 
an aside that he*did most of 
the dirty plates at home.” 

Later, he visited a bomb 
shelter used to protect chil¬ 
dren against Palestinian 
Arab attacks. And he discus¬ 
sed the changing role of kib¬ 
butz life with David Spell¬ 
man. a 34-year-old member 
who acted as guide. 

Spellman said UN peace¬ 
keeping soldiers weren't re¬ 


garded as much help to the 
kibbutz in times of war. 

"I don't know how much a 
Canadian soldier wants to 
get involved in a situation 
that could be nasty," Spell- 
man said, adding that klb- 


butz members looked to 
themselves and Israel to de¬ 
fend their village when 
fighting broke out. 

Canadian and other UN 
soldiers did not want con¬ 
frontation. Spellman said. 


“In the end, we have to 
rely on ourselves.” 

At the UN camp, Villen¬ 
euve said he recognized the 
village’s complaint, but 
added that the job of UN 
soldiers was to keep Arab 


and Israeli fighters separat¬ 
ed. 

“We are not like an Israeli 
fighting for a plot of land." 

Clark said he felt Spell¬ 
man “might have been con¬ 
fused" in thinking that a 


peace force should defend 
one side or another. 

Today, Clark travels to 
Jordan, where he plans to 
visit an agricultural project 
and meet leaders of the 
country. 


Cullen pushes 
refugee deal 


OTTAWA (CP)—Immi¬ 
gration Minister Bud Cullen 
announced Tuesday a trade¬ 
off proposal aimed at easing 
the plight of Indochinese 
refugees inside and off the 
shores of Hong Kong and 
Manila. Philippines. 

He proposed that Canada 
take up to 400 refugees from 
land camps in each country 
on condition that the coun¬ 
tries let ashore the 5.000 
refugees marooned in run¬ 
down freighter ships off 
their shores. Instead of of¬ 
fering to take refugees 
straight off the ships as was 
done in the case -of the Hai 
Hong off the Malaysian 
coast recently. Cullen said 
Canada was using this tactic 
because of charges "that 
boat people were jumping 
the queue." 

Critics were offended that 
the refugees on the Hai Hong 
left Vietnam only weeks 
earlier while refugees in the 
land camps had been wait¬ 
ing for a country of perma¬ 
nent refuge for months or 
years. 

Cullen said the govern¬ 
ment had instructed offi¬ 
cials of the United Nations 
High Commissioner for 
Refugees office to use the 
proposal in negotiations 
with authorities in Hong 
Kong and Manila. 


B.C. Systems 
to handle 
shares data 


Canadian Pra» 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment will use its data-pro- 
cessing arm, the B.C. Sys¬ 
tems Corp., to handle the 
registration of shares distri¬ 
buted by the B.C. Resources 
Investment Corp. 

Finance Minister Evan 
Wolfe said Tuesday that Don 
Alexander, systems cor¬ 
poration president, would 
head a special committee 
set up to Implement the dis¬ 
tribution of the shares. 

Premier Bennett an¬ 
nounced last Thursday that 
the government would dis¬ 
tribute five free BCRIC 
shares to every eligible per¬ 
son in the province. They 
will also be allowed to buy 
up to 5.000 additional shares 
each in the corporation. 

“Obviously the develop¬ 
ment of systems to back up 
the distribution will be re¬ 
quired," Wolfe said. "There 
are 2.4 million potential ap¬ 
plicants involved.” 

Alexander, who is working 
full-time on the BCRIC 
project, will resume his 


duties with the systems cor¬ 
poration when the transfer 
of shares is completed. 

The government currently 
holds all the shares in 
BCRIC. which holds oil and 
gas rights, pulp mills, saw¬ 
mills. plywood plant and 
pipeline shares—all pur¬ 
chased by the previous New- 
Democratic Party govern¬ 
ment. 

Bennett refused to esti¬ 
mate the value of the shares 
but said their current book 
value was about $10 each. 
Their true value would fluc¬ 
tuate under market condi¬ 
tions w hen listed on the Van¬ 
couver Stock Exchange 
later this year. 

The B.C. Systems Corp. 
was established in 1977 to 
handle all the government's 
data processing.

ment. 

A copy of the letter was 
obtained by reporters Tues¬ 
day. 

Last year. Duchaine re¬ 
quested a series of docu- 


Morals 
ruling 
put off 


TORONTO (UPC)—Pro¬ 
vincial court Judge Sydney 
Harris deferred judgment 
Tuesday in the Body Politic 
morals trial, lamenting the 
lack of a survey of national 
attitudes to help him make 
his decision. 

Harris put off judgement 
until "at least" Feb. 14 after 
hearing final arguments in’ 
the sometimes lurid trial, 
involving homosexual love 
affairs with young boys and, 
freedom of the press. 

Three staff members of 
the gay liberation journal 
Body Politic face charges 
stemming from a Decem¬ 
ber, 1977, article on sexual 
relations between men and 
boys. The item featured in¬ 
terviews with three admit¬ 
ted pedophiles. 

The three staff members 
are charged with using the 
mails for “immoral, inde¬ 
cent, or scurrilous” pur¬ 
poses. 

Harris repeatedly inter¬ 
rupted defence summations 
to complain that there had 
been little evidence to help 
him determine whether the 
employees of Pink Triangle 
Press, publishers of the 
newspaper, had violated 
public standards of morality 
and decency.

NORTH ’ BATTLEFORD, 
Sask. (UPC)—New Demo¬ 
cratic Party leader Ed/ 
Broadbent called Tuesday 
for the development of a do¬ 
mestic petro-chemical in¬ 
dustry based on heavy oil. 

Such an industry should be 
a basic element in a national 
industrial strategy, he said. 

The NDP leader is on a 
western tour to outline the 
natural resources policy 
which he will propose during 
this year’s election cam¬ 
paign.

At the time, Bedard said 
Duchaine expected to re¬ 
ceive the federal papers be¬ 
fore the fall was over, but 
none were forthcoming. 

In face of the latest set¬ 
back, Bedard will write 
directly to federal Justice 
Minister Marc Lalonde to 
reiterate Quebec's request 
for co-operation, a justice 
department spokesman 
said.

Try Drano test 

TORONTO (CP)—A Winnipeg (loctor says a test 
using a commercial drain-cleaner can determine the 
sex of unborn babies. 

Dr. Sidney Nelko said the Drano test—which he 
heard about from a patient who heard about iUrom a 
friend’s milkman—correctly predicted the sex of 
four out of five babies he delivered last year. 

"I think it's Just fantastic, it's just wild," he said. 
“It was never supposed to be serious, but it’s become 
serious and js still fun.” f 

A pregnant woman can determine the sex of her 
unborn child by mixing two teaspoons of liquid Drano 
w ith twu teaspoons of her morning urine, Nelko said. 
If the solution turns brown or golden In color, It will 
be a girl. If it turns green, it will be a boy. 

The test works best during the last three months of 
pregnancy, said Nelko, who says he has no idea why 
it works. If the color doesn’t show clearly, he sug¬ 
gests adding equal amounts of urine and Drano. 

Walter Huculak. a chemist at Bristol-Myers Can¬ 
ada Ltd., makers of Drano, said the drain-cleaner is 
a strong alkaline material consisting of a solution of 
liquid lye and a color dye. He could not explain 
Nelko's test either. 

Dr. Patrick Hewlett, a gynecologist and obstetric¬ 
ian at Women’s College Hospital, said he’d be 
pleased if the Drano test worked. “Drano is cheap 
and urine is not hard to get,” he said.

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Allergy suspect in heart deaths 


HILTON HEAD. S. C. 
(UPD—Allergic reactions 
may have an overlooked role 
in triggering su dden heart 
failure, (he killer of 350,000 
Americans annually, a Nl-w 
York researcher says. 

Dr. Roberto Levi, profes¬ 
sor of pharmacology at the 
Cornell University Medical 
College, said Monday that 
guinea pig experiments 
showed that a compound re¬ 
leased by an allergic reac¬ 
tion could lead to often-fatal 
heartbeat irregularities. 

’ ll Is quite conceivable 


that a number of incidences 
of sudden cardiac death 
may have an underlying and 
overlooked allergic origin,” 
Levi told an American Heart 
Association meeting. 

Levi emphasized that his 
research was preliminary, 
but if his findings could.be 
confirmed and applied to 
humans, the work might 
lead to the development of 
ways to counter the allergic 
response. 

He said the culprit ap- 
peared to be histamine, a 


compound in certain cells of 
various body organs, includ¬ 
ing the heart. Histamine is 
released when the body is 
exposed repeatedly to a for¬ 
eign substance which in¬ 
duces an allergic reaction. 

Histamine could disrupt 
heart action, Levi said, by 
affecting the system con¬ 
trolling the rhythmic pump 
ing action of the heart. The 
result could be fibrillation, 
unco-ordinated contraction 
of the heart muscle. This 
can be fata) if not reversed 


by quick medical treat¬ 
ment. 

Levi said histamine-re¬ 
leasing reactions could be 
provoked by a wide variety 
of substances including 
dust, animal danders, pol¬ 
lens, bee and wasp venoms, 
some foods, tobacco, ingre¬ 
dients of cosmetics and 
shampoos and some drugs 
such as penicillin. 

There are new drugs 
available which can counter 
the effects of histamine, and 
Levi suggested that it might 


prove worthwhile to include 
such antihistamines in 
emergency kits carried by 
some people particularly al¬ 
lergic to certain substances 
such as bee venom. 

In most cases, allergic 
reactions cause only a mild 
rash or the symptoms of hay 
fever. But in rare instances, 
an abrupt reaction called 
anaphylaxis occurs, causing 
breathing difficulties and 
heart failure. 

Levi's experiments with 
guinea pigs indicate that 


histamine may be respon¬ 
sible for heart failure in 
such cases. Other body com¬ 
pounds, he said, might con¬ 
tribute to the problem or 
magnify the action of the 
histamine. 

Levi said his laboratory 
experiments also showed 
that the abnormal rhythm- 
causing effects of histamine 
could be increased by digi¬ 
talis, a drug used by an esti¬ 
mated four million Ameri¬ 
cans to force the heart 
muscle to pump more force¬ 
fully.

WASHINGTON *(AP)— 

The idea of towing, icebergs 
across thousands of kilo¬ 
metres of ocean to provide 
water for desert areas— 
often greeted with a chuckle 
since it was first proposed in 
the 1850s—is close to becom¬ 
ing a reality. 

An experiment in lowing 
icebergs would be launched 
in the spring by an Austra¬ 
lian ship, said Dr William 
Campbell of the U.S. Geolo¬ 
gical Survey, part of an 12- 
member international team 
studying the possibility of 
using icebergs to help the 
world's arid regions. 

"I think the theories are 
far enough along ... the idea 
is reasonably well accept¬ 
ed." Campbell said. “I feel 
our success or failure de¬ 
pends on a knowledge of the 
ocean currents.” 

Large icebergs could not 
be moved at much more 
than one-half knot and, if the 
current was moving at one- 
half knot, one could double 
the speed by moving with it, 
he said. Moving against such 
a current was impossible. 

Satellites are being used 
to study currents both by 
photographing drifting ice¬ 
bergs and relaying signals 
from drifting ice and 
buoys. 

The first attempt to tow an 
iceberg will be aimed at 
Australia, which has large 
areas of desert and is close 
to the antarctic origin of the 
icebergs. Proximity also 
make parts of Chile, Argen¬ 
tina and southern Africa 
possible users of water from 
antarctic ice. 

Prince Mohamed Al-Fai- 
sal of Saudi Arabia has 
shown interest in this water 
source for his drought-pla¬ 
gued land and was instru¬ 
mental in getting interna- 
tonal study efforts under 
wav through the Icebergs 
For the Future group in 
Paris. 

While Faisal has provided 
financial aid to the project. 

Saudi Arabia wasn't select¬ 
ed for the first test because 
“it’s a difficult task at best, 
and to choose the most diffi¬ 
cult place to tow it is ab¬ 
surd," Campbell said. 

Campbell said the tabular, 
or large flat icebergs were 
the best candidates for tow¬ 
ing because they wouldn’t 
roll over on the tow vessel. 

Such icebergs—rare in the 
arctic—are common in ant- 
aretiea where they break off 
from large ice shelves on the 
fringe of the continent. 

Eighty per cent of the 
world’s fresh water is con¬ 
tained in that ice cap—which 
is formed from snowfall. 

A variety of ideas for 
moving the ice have been 
proposed and await testing. 

These range from conven¬ 
tional tugs or nuclear super- 
tugs to electrically driven 
propellers mounted directly 
on the iceberg and powered 
by floating powerplants. 

Conventional. tugs have 
been used in the North At¬ 
lantic to tow icebergs head¬ 
ing toward oil rigs but only 
for short distances. 


Canada 
eases 
U.S. duty 

WASHINGTON (UPC)— 
Canada has agreed to re¬ 
duce import duties on $85 
million in textile goods pur¬ 
chased from the United 
States, a White House trade 
negotiator announced this 
week. 

Robert Strauss, special 
representative for President 
Carter's trade negotiations, 
said that under the new 
trade treaty, Canada would 
forgo $1.9 million in duty on 
certain imported synthetic 
fabrics used for clothing and 
household furnishings. 

Existing Canadian duty 
restrictions on these prod¬ 
ucts would be extended 
through June ' 30, 1981, 

Strauss said. 

Canada also agreed to re¬ 
duce to zero the duty for one 
year on seven textile items 
that had pfeviously carried 
duties of approximately 10 
per cent or more. 

This includes silk or man¬ 
made fibres for office 
equipment ribbons, woven 
fabrics for bandages, fab¬ 
rics for sails, cotton fibres 
for office equipment rib¬ 
bons, printing press blan¬ 
kets, woven fabrics contain¬ 
ing more than 50 per cent 
silk, and garnetted materi¬ 
als.

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U.S. government plans lawnmower safety laws 


WASHINGTON (UPI)— 
The Consumer Product 
Safety.Commis.sion staff re¬ 
commended this week that 
power lawnmowers be made 
safer, a move that would 
raise prices by about $35 per 
mower but prevent an esti¬ 
mated 60,000 injuries each 
year. 

The proposal, which the 


five commissioners will vote 
on later this month, would 
require walk-behind rotary 
mowers to be equipped with 
a system to prevent the 
blade from revolving unless 
the user has his hands on the 
controls. 

If the contact is broken, 
the blade would have to stop 


within three seconds, either 
by an automatic shut-off of 
the engine or through a 
clutch mechanism disengag¬ 
ing the blade but leaving the 
motor running. If the motor 
shut-off was required, the 
mower would have to be 
equipped with a power start- 
er. 

William Kltzes, who head¬ 


ed the CPSC staff making 
the recommendation, told a 
news conference that at 
least two manufacturers— 
Honda Motors and Seifert 
Manufacturing Co., Kiel, 
Wis—were already making 
mowers with clutch mecha¬ 
nisms. 

He declined to speculate 
on which approach the in- 


dustry would take, noting 
that the proposed effective 
dale for the new rules was 
three years away, and the 
industry, which had already 
shown considerble innova¬ 
tion, might come up with a 
different method. 

The Outdoor Power 
Equipment Institute, a trade 


association, petitioned the 
CPSC In 1973 for safety rules 
for power mowers. 
t **'The average increase in 
the retail price of a mower 
.may be about $35, or about 
$4.40 per year over the 
eight-year expected life of 
the mower,” the staff report 
said. “Thus a consumer 
pays $4.40 per year to avoid 


about $5.30 in expected 
value of Injury costs. Statis¬ 
tically, this is a worthwhile 
purchase.” 

The $5.30 injury cost fig¬ 
ure is based on the 77,000 
blade-contact injuries, 
which cost $253 million in 
medical bills. 

The study forecast a 75f 


per-cent reduction in the in 
juries total. 

In addition to the “dead 
man” control feature, the 
proposal would require 
mowers to be built in such a 
way that the human foot 
would not come in contact 
with the blade when stuck 
under the rear or into the 
grass outlet opening.

129 killed as quake hits Iran 


TEHRAN (AP) — Shah Mohammad Reza Pahla- 
vi, a weeping monarch driven from his kingdom, 
piloted his jet aircraft out of Iran on Tuesday on a 
journey from which he may never return. 

His departure set off an explosion of joy by 
millionsof Iranians. If his triumphant foes have their 
way, the shah’s flight means the end of monarchy in a 
land ruled by kings for 2,500 years. 

Juhilant Iranians poured into Tehran’s streets, 
singing and dancing, cheering each other in celebra¬ 
tion of victory in the bloody year-long popular strug¬ 
gle against the man who ruled their country since 
1941. 

“The shah is gone forever!” they chanted. Motor¬ 
ists honked horns and flashed headlights. People 
waved portraits of Ayatullah Khomaini, the bearded 
Moslem leader who from his exile home in France 
marshalled a broad political and religious movement 
that forced the shah from the country.

TEHRAN (Reuter) — At least 129 
persons were killed in one town alone 
Tuesday when a powerful earthquake 
slruek northeast Iran, officials said. 

It was the second major earthquake 
to hit the region in four months. A 
quake last September killed 15,000 peo¬ 
ple and destroyed the town of Tabas. 


Tuesday’s quake registered s 
the open-ended Ricnter sea 


seven on 
scale, the 


same intensity as the September di¬ 
saster. 

The officials said 129 bodies had 
been found in the town of Qaen in the 
northemeastem province of Khora- 

san. 

Earlier Tuesday, the official Iran 
radio said a mild earthquake damaged 
about 20 houses in the southeast¬ 
ern province of Baluchistan 

In Golden, Colorado, the U.S. Geolo¬ 


gical Survey said the quake registered 
6.7 on the Richter Scale and rocked an 
area a few kilometres south of Ma- 
shad, Iran. 

The Richter scale is a measurement 
of ground motion as recorded on seis¬ 
mographs. An increase of one number 
means a tenfold increase in magni¬ 
tude. An earthquake measuring seven 
on the scale is capable of causing 
widespread, heavy damage.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The U.S. govern¬ 
ment has decided to allow service stations to 
substitute gasohol for unleaded gasoline in its 
pumps, Democratic Representative Alvin 
Baldus of Wisconsin announced Tuesday. 

Gasohol is a blend of unleaded gasoline and 
alcohol. A mix of about 90 per cent gasoline and 
10 per cent alcohol can be used directly in fuel 
tanks without engine modifications or loss of 
performance. 

Baldus said he had been notified by the 
Environmental Protection Agency that it would 
allow service stations to sell gasohol as a direct 
substitute for unleaded gasoline if they did not 
have the capacity for both products. 

Baldus said the price of gasohol was gen¬ 
erally less than that of unleaded gasoline.

Cowichan 
delays 
cold plant

DUNCAN — Cowichan re¬ 
gional directors tabled a 
controversial zoning change 
lhat would allow construc¬ 
tion of a freezer storage 
plant near Ladysmith. 

This action was taken de¬ 
spite a 98-signature petition 
opposing the development 
and Cowichan Valley Re¬ 
gional District's own hear¬ 
ing committee recommen¬ 
dation to deny the 
re-zoning. 

The $2.3 million expansion 
proposed by oyster grower 
Peter Limberis has proved 
controversial within the 
Diamond Improvement Dis¬ 
trict. as Limberis requires 
about one and one-half acres 
lying behind the Limberis- 
otyned Spartan Restaurant 
to be re-zoned from R-l to 
C-2 to accommodate a 10.000 
square feet freezer. 

Limberis also plans to ex¬ 
pand his existing shell fish 
processing plant on the 
shore, and does not require 
any rezoning to do so. 

The regional board first 
considered the Limberis ap¬ 
plication to re-zone on Oct. 
11 with a recommendation 
from the board s planning 
committee to refuse the ap¬ 
plication because the site 
was not suitable due to ex¬ 
isting traffic patterns, the 
narrowness of the road and 
the location of existing resi¬ 
dential homes. 

At that time the board 
heard two presentations, 
one in favor from Limberis 
and one from Mrs. Mfawny 
Pleca.x representing 21 prop 
erty owners and renters of 
the area. 

Several regional directors 
favored tne application and 
it was referred back to the 
region's planning commit¬ 
tee for further investigation 
and recommendation.

Despite the recommenda¬ 
tions of CVRD's hearing 
committee, several direc¬ 
tors still appeared to favor 
the zoning change. 


Director Bill Cools said he 
"disagreed with the people 
of the area who said we did 
not need the tax base." 


Director Charlie Boas 
agreed with Cools. 


The Ladysmith director, 
mayor Frank Jameson, took 
the opposite view. He said: 
“We as elected representa¬ 
tives have to take into con¬ 
sideration what the people 
want. After all we do repre¬ 
sent them. 


"You cant ignore the 
feelings of the people when 
they come out so strongly 
opposed to this develop¬ 
ment." 


Jameson said he was con¬ 
cerned at the lack of land 
available in Ladysmith for 
economic development and 
suggested a meeting with 
members of the economic 
development committee. 


11c said: "We have to try 
and do something to allevi¬ 
ate the lack of light industry 
in Ladysmith." 


North Cowichan director 
Aid. Rex Hollett didn't agree 
with the majority of the resi¬ 
dents. He said: "I get the 
feeling that the majority of 
those people don't want any 
kind of development taking 
place in area<“H". 


Hollett also questioned 
whether most-of the people 
objecting were "directly in¬ 
volved according to the 
Municipal Act.” 


Chairman Leo Kuta, re¬ 
plied that perhaps all of the 
people at the hearing did not 
come from the immediate 
area, but any member of the 
public had a right to attend 
the hearing. 


Russell said most of the 
people at the hearing were 
from the immediate Dia¬ 
mond area and "they were 
adamantly opposed to the 
particular use for this par¬ 
ticular lot. as proposed by 
the applicant." 


"The people are con¬ 
cerned that any develop¬ 
ment for this area must be a 
planned development," he 
said. 


Milroy said: "If the people 
in this area are that vehe¬ 
ment that they don't want 
this development, then 1 
would support them."

the expenses, and the province picks up the tab for the

McIntosh thinks that under the transit system, the 
island's ferry could be contracted out. 

He has asked the city for a $1,500-a-month subsidy 
to run the service. 

However, Mrs. Ada Howden, chairman of the 
region's transit committee, said that the region has 
been told in no uncertan terms that the transit author¬ 
ity does not want to get involved in water trans¬ 
port. 

•SHE SAID SHE believed the transit authority was 
reluctant to get involved in the Nanaimo-Protection 
Island run because it would set a precedent. 

With the region and the province not interested in 
running the ferry service, that leaves the city of 
Nanaimo. 

But the city council has mixed feelings about the 
island. 

Council members were shocked to learn recently 
that the Protection Island is an official part of the Is¬ 
lands Trust. 


It’s dilemma 
for ferryman 


l.eeshore Resort owner 
Don McIntosh's role as 
operator of the Protec¬ 
tion Island's private 
ferry service has often 
put him at odds with 
some of the island's 
more vocal residents. 

But, McIntosh is also 
one of Protection Is¬ 
land's most avid sup¬ 
porters, and in an inter¬ 
view with the Colonist, 
he offered Nanaimoites a 
view from the other side 
of the harbor. 

The island, he said, has 
been historically impor¬ 
tant to Nanaimo, sup¬ 
porting at one time a coal 
mine (miners were fer¬ 
ried to the island, and 
also walked thefe in 
under-harbor tunnels), a 
cannery and a shipyard. 


He believes that Ihe is¬ 
land still is, and ran be¬ 
come even more, eco¬ 
nomically important to 
the city. 

The tourism factor of 
Protection Island is vast¬ 
ly underrated, he said. It 
draws hundreds of peo¬ 
ple to Nanaimo every 
year, and could attract 
even more. 

And, he added, try to 
think what the harbor 
view would be like with¬ 
out Protection Island. 

Last but not least, 
McIntosh said. Protec¬ 
tion Island does exactly 
what its names implies. 
Without it Nanaimo har¬ 
bor would be no more 
than an unprotected in¬ 
dentation in the east side 
of Vancouver Island. 


Still to be sorted out is where the city's responsi¬ 
bility to the island ends, and the Islands Trust's 
begins. For now, the trust's jurisdiction extends 
only to planning, and the city is still uncertain how 
that applies to Protection Island! 

BUT SEVERAL ALDERMEN on city council 
have wondered aloud if the island wouldn't be beiter 
off out of the city altogether. It might qualify for a de¬ 
partment of highways-operated ferry then, said one 
city official. 

Mayor Frank Ney, whose company, Nanaimo Re 
ally, first developed Protection Island for subdivi¬ 
sion, believes that the island must stay in the city and 
a way must be found to solve the ferry problem. 

"It's a problem we’re going to have to face up to. 
But, it's not going to be an easy problem to solve." 

To Don McIntosh, the $1,500 a month he is asking 
for the ferry service, is "peanuts." 

But to city council, the $18,000 a year that 
represents has to be weighed against a tight budget, 
the approximately 150 people it would serve, and what 
the other needs of Protection Island might cost the 
city. 

ALREADY, A WATER LINE has gone in to the 
island, and residents are anxious for a distribution 
system to get water from the main to their houses. 

The dock that residents are requesting could be 
very expensive. But, said Mrs. Sanne. that's one way 
the islanders believe they can escape their present 
dependency on Leeshore Resort. 

She said she believes any competitive bidding for 
the ferry contract to Protection would be useless 
without a public dock. Since Leeshore owns the 
only dock, she reasons, the docking charges to 
competitors would be so high as to rule out competi¬ 
tion. 

But McIntosh sees the problem from a different 
angld. The ferry only makes money when it is running 
during the summer months to Newcastle Island as 
well as Protection, he said, 

TO CARRY CROWDS OFF New castle on summer 
evenings, McIntosh needs vessels to carry 350 people 
across the harbor in one hour. 

Maintaining all that equipment during the winter 
months, he is subsidizing the business himself, he 
said. 

McIntosh has cut back the ferry runs, and is now 
charging St each way. Many Protection Jsland fami¬ 
lies find the fare so high that they are using their own 
craft to make their way back and forth across the 
Nanaimo Harbor. 

But they remember that those waters can be 
rough and hazardous, and they still want their 
regular, guaranteed ferry service. 

So does the Nanaimo city council want to see the 
island with scheduled ferry service. 

The only question remaining is who is going to 
pa.v. 


NANAIMO —On the marine charts, it s known as 
Douglas Island. But to thousands of Nanaimo resi¬ 
dents, the 120-acre island in the Nanaimo Harbor 
has never been known by any other name than 
Protection Island. 

And the name Protection Island, in the recent 
past, has most often been connected with the word 
"problems"—usually "ferry problems.” 

Protection Island residents, now a part of the city 
of Nanaimo, have been asking for some of the things 
they believe is their due. One of these is regular-, 
reliable foot ferry service across the one mileof water 
that separates the island from downtown Nanaimo. 

TIED TO THAT REQUEST is the desire for a 
public dock on the island. 

However, the hopes and dreams of Protection 
Islanders are. for the moment, all bound up with the 
hopes and dreams of Nanaimo city council. 

Not only is the city council asking itself what kind 
of expenditures it should make for the island's 
approximately 150 full-time residents, but aldermen 
don't even know if they will have the money„to spend 
on the island. 

The council is travelling to Victoria Jan. 23 to talk 
to the provincial government about getting more 
grants for the costs of the amalgamation of the old 
city of Nanaimo with its surrounding areas in 1975. 

Included in the request for more restructure 
money is $120,000 for Protection Island. 

TODAY’S PROBLEMS on Protection Island were 
simply not foreseen by the restructure committee 
which calculated what amalgamation would cost 
Nanaimo, said Departure Bay Aid. Ray Brookbank. 

Brookbank, who also represents Protection Is¬ 
land, was a member of the restructure committee. 

At the time the island was taken into the city, 
nobody had even dreamed that the island's private 
ferry service would someday be the source of prob¬ 
lems. 

But since the fall of 1976. the ferry service opera¬ 
tors, faced w ith mounting costs, have been anxious to 
either get out of the ferry business altogether, 
or else receive a subsidy to operate. 

The quest for money for a ferry service has sent 
islanders to the city council; school board, regional 
district and provincial government. 

IT'S OFTEN SET the private ferry operators, the 
Leeshore Resort on Protection Island, and the island 
residents in opposition to each other. 

And it’s left various levels of government passing 
the buck to each other. 

The troubles started Oct. 21. 1976, said Mrs. 
Bunny Sanne, chairman of the Protection Island 
Ratepayers’ ferry committee. 

She remembers that dale because it's the day that 
farmer Leeshore owner. Robert Armstrong, shut the 
ferry down. 

Since then the ferry has operated sporadically, 
and always with the possibility that it could be shut 
down at any minute. 

Summer ferry service has been more reliable, 
because during that time there is a contract w ith the 
provincial government for ferry service to next- 
door Newcastle Island, a provincial park. 

SCHOOL FERRY SERVICE, loo. has been pro¬ 
vided, because of a school board contract with 
Leeshore to make the regular school rtjp. 

The school board has been contracting for the 
school run since the ferry problems first began. 

- Island residents won the school ferry run after 
several appearances before the school board. 

They've tried similar appearances before the re¬ 
gional district and the Nanaimo city council to get a 
public ferry service, but so far, said Mrs. Sanne, 
"we've just been bouncing back and forth." 

She does think, however, that the problem is 
closer to a solution than it's ever been. And most 
islanders are pinning their hopes on the city-provin¬ 
cial talks Jan. 23. 

The present owner of Leeshore Resorts. Don 
McIntosh, thinks that the real hope for the island's 
ferry service lies with the new provincial Urban 
Transit Authority. 

HE SAID HE SEES no reason why Protection 
Island could not become part of the Nanaimo Regional 
Transit system, which operates only inside the city 
boundaries. 

The Nanaimo Regional District operates the sys¬ 
tem, which will be under the new provincial transit 
authority. Areas served by the system are taxed a 
portion of the costs, fares make up another ,share of

NANAIMO — Nanaimo 
city council got a new look 
with a new committee struc¬ 
ture Monday night. 

The new committee ap¬ 
pointments, made by Mayor 
Frank Ney brought compli¬ 
ments from Ney's most de¬ 
termined opponent, Aid. 
Nelson Allen. 

The changes in council 
committees came just one 
month after the 1979 ap¬ 
pointments were made. 

Allen had led the way in 
urging Ney to change the 
council’s one-man commit¬ 
tee system. Just before the 
new council was installed in 


December, the council had 
passed a motion asking Ney 
to change the system. 

At the council inaugural 
meeting, the mayor had ap¬ 
pointed a mixture of one- 
man and multi-member 
committees, but had warned 
that he might be making 
changes in a few months. 

Monday night he made 
those changes, wiping out 12 
separate committees and 
replacing them with fonr 
larger committees, with ex¬ 
panded duties. 

The new committees will 
be general government, 
works and utilities, protec¬ 
tive services and planning 
and development. 


Ney said that if the new 
commitee structure did not 
work, he would change the 
system again. 

Most aldermen expressed 
pleased surprise at the 
changes. Only Aid. Alex 
Ferguson was unhappy with 
the announcement, saying 
he took exception to re¬ 
marks Ney had made about 
confrontation on the coun¬ 
cil. 

Allen said that on the sur¬ 
face of it, the appointments 
appeared to be excellent. 

"I think the mayor should 
be congratulated for taking 
the advice of the council.” 

Aid. Gino Sedola, who was 
in the chair as acting mayor,

noted both Ney's appoint¬ 
ments and Allen's compli¬ 
ments. 

“This has to be some sort 
of red letter day," Sedola 
said. He added that he hoped 
the council could continue on 
in the spirit of the meeting. 

Last week's meeting had 
been marked by continual 
wrangling between Ney and 
Allen, with other council 
members joining in. 

Allen, at the end of Mon¬ 
day’s meeting, said that he 
believed the battles between 
himself and Ney were more 
philosophical differences 
rather than personality 
clashes, as he believed they 
had been characterized by 
the press. 

Those types of disagree¬ 


ments would continue, he 
said, but he was looking' 
forward to working co¬ 
operatively in the new com¬ 
mittee system. 

Aid. Ray Brookbank was 
appointed chairman of the 
new general government 
committee. Aid. Dick Win- 
kelman will serve as vice- 
chairman. Committee mem¬ 
bers are aldermen Gertrude 
Hall and Jack Little. 

The general government 
committee responsibilities 
will include administration, 
finance, properties and 
labor relations. 

Included In properties re¬ 
sponsibility of the commit¬ 
tee will be downtown de¬ 
velopment and the airport at 
Cassidy. 


The general government 
committee will also be re¬ 
sponsible for public infor¬ 
mation and recreation and 
cultural services. 

Chairman of the works 
and utilities committee is 
Aid. Hall, with Sedola as 
vice-chairman. Members 
are Allen and Aid. Ada How- 
den. 

The transportation re¬ 
sponsibilities of the commit¬ 
tee will extend to roads, 
sidewalks, street lighting, 
traffic control and parking. 

The works and utilitiy 
committee will also be re¬ 
sponsible for storm drain¬ 
age, sanitary sewer, water 
supply, refuse collection and 
subdivision control.

NANAIMO — A shopping 
center planned for Bowen 
Road received a new lease 
on life from Nanaimo city 
council Monday night. 

But, the 80 day extension 
for the McGarrigle gravel 
pit centre will cost the deve¬ 
loper $13,000 if the project 
does not go ahead. 

The 90-day extension is the 
second one for Koram In¬ 
vestments Ltd., which re¬ 
ceived a six-month exten¬ 
sion last summer. 

The council voted Monday 
night to give the centre’s 
land use contract a further 
90-day extension. But the 
council accepted the sugges¬ 
tion of the developer, Gerald 
Hamilton, that the company 
forfeit 50 per cent of the 
of f-site service costs, or $13,- 
230, if the centre was not 
under way by the new dead¬ 
line. 

Hamilton said that diffi¬ 
culty in finding a food store 
for the centre had held up 
the plans. 

Now, he said, the deve¬ 
lopers had obtained agree¬ 
ment from G&H Stores to 
locate in the new centre. 

Working drawings, which 


could not be completed until 
the food store plan was final, 
would take 90 days, Hamil¬ 
ton said. 


The principal tenant of the 
centre, K-Mart, had reaf¬ 
firmed plans to locate in the 
development, he said.

Explosion of joy in Iran, 
end to dynasty forecast 


TEHRAN (AP) — Shah Mohammad Reza Pahla- 
vi, a weeping monarch driven from his kingdom, 
piloted his jet aircraft out of Iran on Tuesday on a 
journey from which he may never return. 

His departure set off an. explosion of joy by 
millions of Iranians. If his triumphant foes have their 
way, the shah’s flight means the end of monarchy in a 
land ruled by kings for 2,500 years. 

Jubilant Iranians poured into Tehran’s streets, 
singing and dancing, cheering each other in celebra¬ 
tion of victory in the bloody year-long popular strug¬ 
gle against the man who ruled their country since 
1941. 

"The shah is gone forever!" they chanted. Motor¬ 
ists honked horns and flashed headlights. People 
waved portraits of Ayatullah Khomaini, the bearded 
Moslem leader who from his exile home in France 
marshalled a broad political and religious movement 
that forced the shah from the country.

129 killed as quake hits Iran 


TEHRAN (Reuter) — At least 129 
persons were killed in one town alone 
Tuesday when a powerful earthquake 
struck northeast Iran, officials said. 

It was the second major earthquake 
to hit the region in four months. A 
quake last September killed 15.000 peo¬ 
ple and destroyed the town of Tabas. 

Tuesday’s quake registered seven on 
the open-ended Richter scale, the 


same intensity as the September di¬ 
saster. 

The officials said 129 bodies had 
been found in the town of Qaen in the 
northeastern province of Khorasan. 

Earlier Tuesday, the official Iran 
radio said a mild earthquake damaged 
about 20 houses in the southeast¬ 
ern province of Baluchistan. 

In Golden. Colorado, the U.S. Geolo¬ 


gical Survey said the quake registered 
6.7 on the Richter Scale and rocked an 
area a few kilometres south of Ma 
shad. Iran. 

The Richter scale is a measurement 
of ground motion as recorded on seis¬ 
mographs. An increase of one number 
means a tenfold increase in magni¬ 
tude. An earthquake measuring seven 
on the scale is capable of causing 
widespread, heavy damage.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The U.S. govern¬ 
ment has decided to allow service stations to 
substitute gasohol for unleaded gasoline in its 
pumps, Democratic Representative Alvin 
Baldus of Wisconsin announced Tuesday. 

Gasohol is a blend of unleaded gasoline and 
alcohol. A mix of about 90 per cent gasoline and 
10 per cent alcohol can be used directly in fuel 
tanks without engine modifications or loss of 
performance. 

Baldus said he had been notified by the 
Environmental Protection Agency that it would 
allow service stations to sell gasohol as a direct 
substitute for unleaded gasoline if they did not 
have the capacity for both products. 

Baldus said the price of gasohol was gen¬ 
erally less than that of unleaded gasoline.

Viewing eclipse with 
naked eye can burn 
retina, scientists warn

British Columbians will narrowly miss the 
celestial event of a lifetime Feb. 26 when a total 
eclipse of the sun races across North America in 
a 300-kilometre swath from the Washington- 
Oregon border through to southern Manitoba. 

According to Jeremy Tatum, professor of 
physics at University of Victoria, 98 per cent of 
the sun’s earthward-facing surface will be 
obscured by the moon at the moment of maxi¬ 
mum obscurity, at 8:21 a.m. that day. 

The moon will begin obscuring the sun in 
Victoria at 7:16 a.m. and will have totally passed 
by at 9:26 a.m. 

Provided there are no clouds that day, 
Victorians will still be treated to a spectacular 
event, but, said Tatum, it will be pretty poor in 
comparison to the total eclipse—which brings 
out the stars and planets and makes the surf s 
corona or outer atmosphere visible for about 2'A 
minutes. 

"The sky will darken considerably here," he 
said, "but it probably won’t be necessary to put 
the house lights on.” 

If it’s cloudy, the eclipse as seen from 
Victoria will merely appear to be the sky at 
dusk. 

Tatum issued a stern warning that Vic¬ 


torians observing the eclipse should not look at. 
the sun directly, or through exposed film, 
smoked glass or crossed Polaroid lenses. 

Although these filter ouUhe brilliance of the 
sun, they permit infra-red rays, or heat-rays, to 
pass and a burned retina could be the result. 

He said photography would be difficult if not 
impossible in Victoria because of the intensity of 
the sun’s rays, but cautioned amateurs who 
know the exposures that in sighting their cam¬ 
eras they should place an approved solar screen 
or filter in front of the lens. 

“A camera lens will concentrate the solar 
rays in much the same way a magnifying glass 
does,” he said. “Even the briefest glimpse could 
damage the eye.” 

Even the two per cent unobscured at 
maximum totality in Victoria will have a bril¬ 
liance 50,000 times stronger than can be ob¬ 
served with the naked eye. 

Tatum suggested Victoria observers pur¬ 
chase a sheet of #14 welder’s glass or view the 
sun’s image projected onto a sheet of paper 
through binoculars or a pinhole. 

The astronomy professor will lead a team of 
four to Brandon, Man., with most of the observ¬ 
ing equipment from UVic, to observe the total 
eclipse there. 

Among items to be loaded on a truck 



for a one-month journey are a research spectro¬ 
graph, a heliostat, and UVic’s Schmidt tele¬ 
scope. 

One telescope will be left behind so that 
people in the university community can observe 
a projected image of what happens in Vic¬ 
toria. 

Tatum said, however, he thought the Winni¬ 
peg public school board had gone too far in 
decreeing that all children must be kept in 
classes during the total eclipse there. “It’s an 
experience so rarely seen they should be allowed 
out under supervision," he said. 

For eclipse buffs who don't want to go all the 
way to Brandon, where observing chances are 
rated best, a handy alternative is Pasco, Wash., 
where the chance of seeing the total eclipse 
through clear skies is rated at 40 per cent. 

Victoria had a partial eclipse in 1963 
and will experience another in 2017, but the next 
total eclipse here won’t be until July 3, 2084.

Mrs. Galbraith, who has 
been manager since Dec. 4, 
told the jury of three men 
and three women that she 
did not learn Mrs. Young, 
who was senile, was missing 
until about midnight. Short¬ 
ly after that, three Oak Bay 
police officers arrived and 
conducted another search.

STRATA COUNCIL ORDERED 
TO REMEDY SEWER LINE 


The strata council of a 12-unit condomin¬ 
ium at 642 Admirals Road has been or¬ 
dered to correct deficiencies in a sewer 
main leading from the building to the 
street. 

Esquimau council, meeting in camera 
Monday night, issued the order after hear¬ 
ing a legal opinion from municipal solicitor 
Terry O'Grady about the circumstances of 
the case. 

The strata council will be given a "rea¬ 
sonable length" of time in which to replace 


the sewer, municipal clerk George Merz 
said Tuesday. 

Ruth Davis, who lives in a basement 
unit, initiated the complaint some time 
ago, after the sewer backed up into her 
bathroom. 

Mrs. Davis and the strata council said 
earlier they believed the municipality or 
the original builder should be responsible 
for the cost, estimated at $12,000, since the 
problem has existed since the building was 
completed five years ago. 


Mrs. Galbraith said she 
had been off the premises 
until about 9:15, then went to 
the retirement section of the 
manor, on the opposite side 
of the building from the per¬ 
sonal and intermediate care 
wards, where she was 
checking empty rooms for 
cleanliness. 

She was told about 12:10 
a.m. that Mrs. Young was 
missing and was just check¬ 
ing on what search mea¬ 
sures had been taken when 
the police arrived. 

Cross-examined by crown 
counsel Richard Anthony as 
to why it took so long to find 
Mrs. Young, she said that 
from what she had been told 
by her staff, she believed ali 
reasonable search measures 
had been made. 

Asked whether she had 
“one of these" (Anthony 
produced a pocket pager) 
she replied: 

“I do now" 

Mrs. Galbraith also said 


that the flashlight used by 
the security guard was only 
six volts and the beam was 
so narrow it would have 
taken an hour to search the . 
entire roof. 

During examination of 
Mrs. Galbraith, Anthony ob¬ 
tained the statement that 
once the part-time nursing 
aides went off duty about 10 
p.m., on the night of Mrs. 
Young’s death only two 
graduate nurses and one 
permanent nursing aide 
were on duty to care for 
about 150 patients. 

Karen Custance, a nursing 
aide, told the inquest, con 
ducted by coroner Edmond 
Jorre de St. Jorre, that she 
learned Mrs. Young was 
missing about 8 p.m. and 
began searching for her at 
9:45, after finishing her 
chores with patients on her 
side of the personal-care 
ward. Mrs. Young was 
housed in the other side of 
the ward.

Saanich-McNutt deals raked

Saanich was accused 
Tuesday of "having been in 
bed" with a resident "who 
has flagrantly violated 
municipal bylaws for many 
years." 

The charge was levelled 
by veteran Aid. Sandy Noel 
during debate by council’s 
planning committee on 
means of eliminating sev¬ 
eral chronic eyesores in the 
Courtland-Alan-Interurban- 
Road district. 

"It's unfortunate that this 
municipality has been in bed 
with Lome McNutt on some 
occasions in the past, and 
this is making it difficult for 
staff who have now have to 


go out there and deal with 
him." he said. 

Elaborating on his state¬ 
ment after the meeting, 
Noel said Saanich had ex¬ 
changed property with 
McNutt on two or three oc¬ 
casions in the past for road 
widening. 

During the debate he said 
"something has to be done 
with someone who has fla¬ 
grantly violated our bylaws 
and thumbed his nose at 
council for so long." 

Earlier in the meeting, „ 
Myles Barron. 1435 Court- 
land. had urged aldermen to 
consider purchasing land on 
Interurban as part of a land¬ 
banking scheme. 

The 120 acres could, he 
suggested, be resold for 
residential development. 1 


Barron, a resident of the 
area for 11 years, said he 
had been given assurances 
in the past by council and 
municipal staff that eye¬ 
sores in the area would be 
cleaned up. 

"Some of my neighbors 
have grown sick and tired of 
complaining and given up 
the fight, he said. “But I'm 
not giving up. I'll keep com¬ 
ing back until the matter is 
resolved. 

Don't let Lome (McNutt) 
pollute the whole area,” he 
urged. “Make him fence off 
his industrial property so 
that it’s not an eyesore." 

Barron said the munici¬ 
pality had spent countless 
dollars pursuing court ac¬ 


tion against McNutt, “and 
for what, a measly $25 
fine.” 

He wondered how much 
longer taxpayers money 
would be spent on such a 
useless endeavor. 

"It seems there are two 
bylaws in Saanich. One for 
our area and one for Gordon 
Head," he said. 

Rookie Aid. Jrene Block 
said councils had been pla¬ 
gued with ongoing com¬ 
plaints for years and it was 
time a council came to grips 
with the issue. 

She said Barron's sugges¬ 
tion should be pursued as it 
might be the lever needed 
for some area residents to 
"clean up their act." 


Aid. David Paterson cau¬ 
tioned that council would be 
violating Its own legislation 
by selling off small parcels 
of land as the area was out¬ 
side the urban containment 
boundary and restricted to 
10-acre lot subdivision. 

He also noted that some of 
the land in question was 
owned by McNutt. 

"The problem would be 
solved if we had a new land¬ 
lord," he said. 

Aldermen asked for a 
staff report on Barron's pro¬ 
posal and also requested a 
report from the bylaw en¬ 
forcement department on 
possible bylaw infringe¬ 
ments by McNutt and other 
area residents. 


Highlands into a 10-acre lot 
size, but to allow residential 
development in some areas 
covered by the Langford and 
Willis Point fire depart¬ 
ments, came at an inappro¬ 
priate time—“just as Saan¬ 
ich is moving toward a 
policy of increasing from a 
five-acre minimum to a 10- 
acre minimum." 

He said the proposal relat¬ 
ing to the Highlands should 
be of concern to the entire 
regional district because an 
urban-residential reserve 
area should not be developed 
in a haphazard manner. 

Saanich, he said, should be 
concerned about the impact 
that major subdivision de¬ 
velopment near its western 
boundary would have on 
roads and services. 

“It’s not an appropriate 
thing to happen that far out 
in a rural area," he said.' 

Laurenson stressed the 
issue was “not just another 
local planning matter” as it 
would directly affect Saan¬ 
ich, Central Saanich and the 
Langford area. 

About half of the High¬ 
lands residents want the 45- 
acre freeze to remain, while 
the rest want to be allowed 
to develop property, the 
committee was told.

She checked the roof by 
walking around the perime¬ 
ter in the dark and found 
nothing.

Questioned by Guinne. he 
said it was normal for such 
doors to have a breaker bar 
on the outside to enable peo 
pie to re-enter. 

Sheilah Louise Doering, a 
nursing aide, and Margaret 
Vey, a New Zealand gradu¬ 
ate nurse who was supervis¬ 
ing the opposite ward, both 
detailed searches they had 
made about 9 p.m. 

None of the staff on Mrs. 
Young's side of the ward 
were available to testify 
Tuesday night so St. Jorre 
adjourned the inquest to 7:30 
p.m. Jan. 25. 


Cordova Bay 
sewering tab 
$3.5 million 

Sewers, needed In Cordova Bay to eliminate a 
health hazard from faulty septic tanks, would cost an 
estimated $3.5 million, according to a study released 
Tuesday by Saanich planner Gil Laurenson. 

Residents, however, have repeatedly told muni¬ 
cipal officials they don’t want sewers because they 
want to preserve their area's rural atmosphere. 

THE STUDY, made at the request of the Cordo¬ 
va Bay Association, is designed to provide back¬ 
ground information for residents as a preliminary 
step in preparation of local area plans to be drawn up 
under the municipality's over-all community plan 

Responding to residents' concerns about'a health 
hazard. Laurenson said that according to the medi¬ 
cal health officer’s definition of a health hazard, if 
there is "any effluent which is visible on the surface 
of the ground," then there is a health problem in the 
area. The soil composition and topography contrib¬ 
ute both to seepage and quick runoff of effluent and 
precipitation, he added. 

THE MUNICIPAL engineer’s sewer proposal 
would, he said, eliminate any health hazard. 

Laurenson said growth could not occur without 
sewers being brought into the community. 

He ruled out the possibility of upgrading the 
existing septic tank system “as not appearing to be a 
long-term solution.” 

No road widening or enlargement of the road sys¬ 
tem would be needed, based on existing traffic 
patterns. But before the study area reached a popu¬ 
lation of 8,000, Cordova Bay Road would have to be 
widened. 

Council will discuss the report with residents at a 
public meeting Feb. 22.
